Libyan Crew Thought Jets Were MiGs 


Recorder Shows Airliner Lost

ISMAILA, Egypt The 
Israeli military command re¬ 
ported the recovery Friday of 
the “black box” in-flight re¬ 
corder of the Libyan airliner 
that was downed over the 
Sinai Desert and said it in¬ 
dicated the Hoeing 727 was 
lost and its pilots thought the 
jets ordering them to land 
were Egyptian MiGs. 

The announcement corrobo¬ 
rated Egyptian accounts of 
the incident. 

Israeli military head¬ 
quarters said the “black box” 


was retrieved during “meticu- 
ous searches” at the site of 
the crash Friday afternoon. 

“From the partial decoding 
that has been done up to now 
it may be assumed that the 
plane's crew apparently erred 
completely in its orientation,” 
said the'announcement. “The 
crew apparently thought the 
plane was flying in Egyptian 
skies. 

“When the Israeli planes 
appeared, the pilot thought 
that those we|-e Egyptian 
MiGs circling around his 
plane.” 


In other action related to 
the incident: 

• Israel returned crude 
pine coffins Friday containing 
the remains of 100 of the 108 
persons killed in the shooting 
down of the airliner. Arah 
leaders said the incident aould 
end the 30-month-old Middle 
East ceasefire and mark the 
beginning of new hostilities.

Capt. Mark Smith, 26, said that anything he 
might say about camp conditions now could en¬ 
danger Americans still held, but he added: 

“The American people . . . are going to be 
very surprised and shocked, if you will, by some 
of the things people (ex-prisoners) will say when 
everyone’s back .and are able to tell it like it was.”

External Affairs Minister Mitchell Sharp said 
Friday that if the Paris conference on Vietnam does 
not set up a body to take responsibility for the peace 
settlement, Canada will quit the supervisory com¬ 
mission that monitors the ceasefire. 

He said the government is 
sticking to its demand for “a 
continuing political authority” 
to which the International 
Commission of Control and 
Supervision would report. 

“Without it, I do not believe 
that I could say to the people 
of Canada that the job we are 
asked to do, the burden which 
Canada is being asked to 
bear, is worth it.” 

The government limited its 
commitment to the ICCS to 60 
days following the ceasefire. 

Sharp made his statement 
in Ottawa before leaving for 
the Paris conference, which 
opens Monday. 

Under the ceasefire agree¬ 
ment signed Jan. 27 by Wash¬ 
ington, Saigon, Hanoi and the 
Viet. Cong, the conference is 
sup|K)sed to guarantee the 
peace in Iridochina. 

Meanwhile in Laos, govern¬ 
ment forces retreated toward 
the Mekong River Friday be¬ 
fore a North Vietnamese of¬ 
fensive and United States B52 
bombers resumed their at¬ 
tacks on communist-led forces 
less than 24 hours after a 
ceasefire went into effect.

Indians Should Dig 
White Man’s Past 


TORONTO (CP) — Indians may he 
planning to turn the tables on white an¬ 
thropologists who have been studying 
them for years. 

Dr. Richard Lee, an anthropology 
professor at University of Toronto, told a 
science writers’ meeting Friday that a 
Mohawk Indian suggested recently that 
Indians should dig up one of the pioneer 
cemeteries. 

Anthropologists have been digging up 


Indian burial grounds for years. Mike 
Mitchell of the St. Regis Mohawk re¬ 
serve, near Cornwall, Ont., told an an¬ 
thropologists’ meeting. So now he is 
thinking of asking for a Canada Council 
grant to dig up a pioneer cemetery. 

“He said he’d like to find out why the 
white man was always fighting over land 
that had never belonged to him in the 
first place,” said Lee. 

“1 think he made his point.”

The bill, introduced by Agri¬ 
culture Minister David Stu- 
pich Thursday, calls for es¬ 
tablishment of a provincial 
land commission with wide- 
ranging powers to zone, buy, 
sell and hold land anywhere 
in the province. There were 
indications up to 560 million in 
funds could be made available 
for this punxjse. 

The move followed a free/e 
on sale of all agricultural land 
for non-farming purposes im¬ 
posed by cabinet order Dec. 
21 . 

Socred house leader Frank 
Richter called a news confer¬ 
ence Friday morning to re¬

The United States dollar 
plunged to new lows in Euro¬ 
pean exchanges Friday, but 
recouped some of its losses in 
later trading, after a number 
of state banks came to the aid 
of the American currency.

$16,000 Settlement 

Glad It’s Over

B.C. I^ands Director Walter 
Redel, 48, arrested and pistol- 
whipped by Quebec Provincial 
Police more than three years 
ago, was awarded $16,500 out 
of court Friday by the Quebec 
justice department. 

His only comment after 
being told about the award: 
“I’m glad it’s all over." 

Redel of 3109 Henderson, 
Oak Bay, had sued the Que- 
hec government and two jxv 
lice officers for $24,750 after 
he was arrested Feb. 1, 1970, 
by two plainclothes detec¬ 
tives and susequently bea¬ 
ten. 

A statement from the Que¬ 
bec justice department said 
the policeman had mistaken 
Redel for an internationally- 
wanted criminal who was sup¬ 
posedly in Quebec City to 
commit a robbery. 

The incident occurred while 
Redel was attending a three- 
day conference of resource 
department official. Redel 
was beaten into uncon¬ 
sciousness with a gun butt 
and held in a jail cell for 
nearly four hours. The epi¬ 
sode touched off an official 
storm in both provincial capi¬ 
tals. 

Redel said at the time the 
Quebec detectives did not 
speak English to him. He at¬ 
tempted to speak French to 
them but they just shook their 
heads. 

He suffered a broken bone 
above his left eye, a split lip 
and cut skdll requiring sever¬ 
al stitches. His medical ex¬ 
penses totalled $1,500 he said 
Friday.

Redel 
was beaten into uncon¬ 
sciousness with a gun butt 
and held in a jail cell for 
nearly four hours.

Redel said at the time the 
Quebec detectives did not 
speak English to him. He at¬ 
tempted to speak French to 
them hut they just shook their 
heads.

Chronic Colitis 


By a. c. THOSTESOX, M.I). 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have 
had diarrhea for 3*4 years. At 
the hospital they diagnosed it 
as chronic 'ulcerative colitis, 
and the doctor says I have to 
have an ileostomy. Please ex¬ 
plain the difference between 
that and a clostomy. 

Could my having had 
amebas have caused this, or 
the medicine I took for them 
have harmed the intestines? 
— A. B. 

For various reasons (a 
chronically inflamed bowel 
being one of them) it some¬ 
times Ls necessary to bring 
certain parts of the intestine 
out to an artificial ojiening in 
the abdomen.

Whether you call it a colos¬ 
tomy or an ileostomy depends 
on which part of the intestine 
is brought out to that opening. 
If part of the colon, or lower 
bowel, is brought out, then it 
is a colostomy. If part of the 
ileum, which Ls a portion of 
the intestine ahead of the 
colon, is used, then it is an 
ileostomy. 

Either way, the purpose is 


to give relief to the part that 
has become inflamed and 
reacts by causing you continu¬ 
ing diarrhea. Obviously other 
attempts were made to heal 
the trouble in your case, and 
after three years the doctors 
could see no other recourse. 

Sometimes these “os¬ 
tomies” are /permanent, and 
sometimes they are only tem¬ 
porary. until the bothered 
bowel has a chance to rest 
and heal. It depends on the 
exact nature of the disorder 
and how it responds. 

Amebiasis (an ameba infec¬ 
tion in the intestinal tract) is 
a common cause of colitis — 
the ameba and its irritant ef¬ 
fect, and not the treatment.

A blast bomb earlier Friday 
seriously injured a British sol¬ 
dier in Londonderry as he 
tried to throw it back from his 
sandbagged sentry post. 


An army spokesman said 
the bomb went off just as the 
soldier, identified as Guards¬ 
man Michael Leary, reached 
down and picked it up. It was 
a beer can containing two or 
three sticks of gelignite. 

Doctors later amputated 
part of Leary's right hand 
and said that he also may lose 
his eyesight.

Ethics of Research 
On Humans Probed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A U.S. 
Senate committee investigating the 
ethics of human medical experiments 
has been told of children subjected 
to asthma attacks, men paid to take 
LSD, and experimental pregnancies. 

Such experiments are widespread, 
not rare, and subject to no standards 
aimed at protecting the rights of the 
human subjects involved, the health 
committee was told Thursday. 

Dr. Robert Veatch gave details of 
case studies compiled by the Institute 


of Society, Ethics and the Life Sci¬ 
ences, Hastings-on-Hudson, N.Y. 

He declined to provide the re¬ 
searchers* names or where the re¬ 
search was conducted. 

Veatch said these included hun¬ 
dreds and perhaps thousands of “ex¬ 
perimental pregnancies*’ produced in 
tests on the effectiveness of various 
birth control methods. 

In one such test, he said a long¬ 
term contraceptive implant was in- 
bedded under the skin of the fore¬ 
arm. Forty-eight of the women be¬ 
came pregnant.

Shockley’s stated belief that blacks are 
generally genetically inferior to whites has 
involved him in controversy. 

The offer of an honorary degree was 
made three months ago. But the University 
Court voted 36 to 2 Thursday against giving 
the honor. 

Lord Boyle, a former British minister of 
education and at present vice-chancellor of 
Leeds University, said in a statement the 


main reason for the reversal was Shockley’s 
proposal for implementing a voluntary plan 
under which cash bonuses would be given to 
people with an IQ of below 100 if they agreed 
to be sterilized. 

“The degree committee found these pro¬ 
posals profoundly objectionable on humani¬ 
tarian grounds and perhaps on educational 
grounds. You can be an excellent parent with 
an IQ of 95,” Boyle said. 

British-born Shockley is professor of elec¬ 
trical engineering at Stanford University. 

He won the Nobel Prize for physics in 1956 
along with two others for contributions to 
development of the transistor.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A U.S. 
Senate committee investigating the 
ethics of human medical experiments 
has been told of children subjected 
to asthma attacks, men paid to take 
LSD, and experimental pregnancies. 

Such experiments are widespread, 
not rare, and subject to no standards 
aimed at protecting the rights of the 
human subjects involved, the health 
committee was told Thursday. 

Dr. Robert Veatch gave details of 
case studies compiled by the Institute 


of Society, Ethics and the Life Sci¬ 
ences, Hastings-on-Hudson, N.Y. 

He declined to provide the re¬ 
searchers’ names or where the re¬ 
search was conducted. 

Veatch said these included hun¬ 
dreds and perhaps thousands of “ex¬ 
perimental pregnancies” produced in 
tests on the effectiveness of various 
birth control methods. 

In one such test, he said a long¬ 
term contraceptive implant was in- 
bedded under the skin of the fore¬ 
arm. Forty-eight of the women be¬ 
came pregnant.

(Reuter) — Pitcairn, the tiny South Pa¬ 
cific isle of Mutiny on The Bounty fame, is facing a crisis 
that could force the fewer than 100 inhabitants from the 
island — not enough ships call. 

"We’ve had only two ships call here since 1973 began,” 
Thomas Christain, Pitcairn’s radio officer, reported. 

Hre Pitcairners depend on ships for basic supplies, includ¬ 
ing flour and cooking oil, and as a revenue source. They sell 
curios, stamps and island-grown fruits on the ships. 

He said the shipping slow-down has come, at least in 
part, because British companies have taken a number of 
•hips out of service. Others have been ordering their vessels 
to stick close to the shipping lanes, none of which are close to 
the island. 

Pitcairn is the smallest British protectorate. 


Ottawa Tells Quebec: 
Hands Off Cable TV 


OTTAWA (UPI) — Federal 
Communications Minister 
Gerard Pelletier said Friday 
a Quebec ordinance requiring 
<Sable television companies to 
provide certain information 
was unconstitutional and out¬ 
side provincial jurisdiction. 

In a letter to Quebec Com¬ 
munications Minister Jean- 
Paul L’Allier, Pelletier also 
renewed his assertion that 
oable television operations 
were under federal/jurisdic- 
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tion as part of the federal 
authority over on-air broad¬ 
casting. 

L’Allier has stated repea¬ 
tedly his government’s inten¬ 
tion to take an active role in 
the cable TV field, maintain¬ 
ing cable companies are 
“public utilities” and thus 
under provincial 


which. with sophisticated 
electronic equipment, inter- 
c e p t e d radio messages 
throughout southeast Asia. 

This story was virtually ig- 
° nored until Whitlam held a 
briefing of selected reporters. 
Major newspapers then car¬ 
ried reports that Australia did 
in Singapore J without ap¬ 
proval of the Singapore gov¬ 
ernment. 

Opposition leader Billy 
Snedden charged that Whit¬ 
lam “leaked” this informa¬ 
tion, hoping to embarrass Sin¬ 
gapore which would then have 
to ask Australia to withdraw 
ail its troops. Such a move 
would satisfy Labor party left¬ 
wingers, Snedden claimed. 

The allegation of the prime 
minister’s “leak” was never 
denied. 

One member of the staff of 
Defence Minister Lance Bar¬ 
nard left his job hurriedly fol- 
Chief Sir Arthur Tange op¬ 
posed his presence at a top- 
level briefing on security 
grounds. 

This problem arose on the 
eve of a visit by Britain’s De¬ 
fence Secretary Lord Carring¬ 
ton who came to Australia 
seeking assurances from 
Whitlam’s Government that it 
would remain loyal to the 
five-power arrangement. 

Carrington is reported to 
have found little sympathy for 
Britain’s position of having to 
maintain a military presence 
in Singapore to “defence” its 
$300 million investments — 
mainly in Malaysia. 

There also are reports that 
relations between Whitlam 
and Singapore’s Prime Min¬ 
ister Lee Kuan Yew are far 
from friendly, partly because 
Lee supported the previous 
Australian government’s 
foreign' policy in Southeast 
Asia. 

In addition, Lee’s brand of 
“social democracy” is viewed 
with acute distaste by leading 
Australian Laborites. 

A further complication is 
that Malaysia is reported to 
have lost enthusiasm for the 
five-power pact and was re¬ 
luctant to welcome Carrington 
who was visiting all pact 
members. Malaysia is more 
concerned with pushing its 
policy of neutralizing south¬ 
east Asia. 

As doubts lnireased over 
the future of the five-power 
arrangement, Whitlam recent¬ 
ly flew off to Indonesia for 
talks with President Suharto. 
In case anyone needed clarifi¬ 
cation of his thinking, he em- 
phasized that he would not be 
visiting either Singapore or 
Malaysia.

A Chance to Catch Up 


T HE OFFICIAL COMMONLY DESCRIBED as 
Parliament’s watchdog over government 
spending, Auditor-General Maxwell Henderson, is 
late again with his report to the House of Com¬ 
mons. The law requires the report to be laid before 
the House on or before Dec. 31 and if Parliament is 
not then in session, within 15 days of the beginning 
of the next session. The present session began Jan. 
4 Last year’s report was tabled on May 24. In 
fact, the report has not been on time for several 
years, and the reason has been unchanging. The 
auditor-general, responsible to Parliament for scru¬ 
tinizing the financial administration of the govern¬ 
ment, has been allowed too small a staff by the 
government to catch up with the work. 

But at last, Mr. Henderson is to be given the 
staff he needs, even though npt as many employees 
as comparison with other countries’ auditing of¬ 
fices would indicate to be desirable. In an address 
last month Mr. Henderson noted that the comp¬ 
troller general of the United States had a staff of 
about 6,000 and the auditor-general of Australia an 
office comparable to Canada’s, about 600. The Ca¬ 
nadian auditor-general had 286 continuing em¬ 
ployees as of last September 30. But, Mr. Hender¬ 
son said in his speech, “Given the high standards 
we have always sought, I have never believed the 
federal office in Canada should require more than 
350 or so on its staff.” 

Mr. Henderson has pleaded for the staff in¬ 
crease for the last time. Government spending es¬ 
timates tabled in the Commons a few days ago 
showed a rise of 47 “man-years” for 1973-74, 
meaning that the continuing staff planned for the 
office will be 353 by the end of March next year. 
The additional employees, according to a footnote, 


are needed to create one computer audit specialist 
group and one additional branch to increase the 
audit service to the level judged acceptable by the 
auditor-general. 


There is a certain irony in this victory. Next 
month Mr. Henderson reaches retirement age. But 
he will have won for his successor as the guardian 
of the taxpayers’ money an opportunity to keep up 
with the extremely rapid growth of government. 
(Federal budgetary expenditures started at $19 
million in 1871; had increased to $6.5 billion in 
1961-62, and will be in excess of $20 billion in 
1973-74.) 


The next big question is whether Parliament 
too, will be able and willing to move faster on the 
auditor-general’s reports. The reports are usually 
referred to the public accounts committee of the 
Commons, which examines them, hears witnesses, 
and makes recommendations to the House for ac¬ 
tion. 

In some Commonwealth countries the exami¬ 
nation is remarkably prompt, according to Mr. 
Henderson, but in Canada, although the committee 
“has always worked hard in seeking to keep 
abreast of my reports to Parliament, it still has to 
finish its examination of my 1970 one and then 
deal with my 1971 report.” (The latter is the re¬ 
port tabled last May 24.) 


When the auditor-general discovers examples 
of inefficiency, blundering and worse in federal fi¬ 
nancial administration, as he annually does, it 
seems essential that the Commons and its commit¬ 
tee should act with all possible speed to set matters 
right. 


Neglected Yale 


B ritish Columbia has managed to pre¬ 
serve a fairly representative and attractive 
selection of historic sites, like Barkerville and Fort 
Steele, and the impressive replica of old Fort Lang¬ 
ley. But it is little short of tragic that so important 
a community in the provincial story as Yale should 
have been allowed to fall into such a sad condition 
of disrepair. 

There is so much beauty and excitement along 
the highway that stretches northward from Hope 
that, for the most part, Yale is passed unnoticed. It 
is just as well. The starting-place for the express 
coaches that rocked into the Cariboo gold country 
in those days of high adventure today has a dere¬ 
lict air. There is a plaque there, telling with almost 
insulting brevity the story of Yale’s one-time im¬ 
portance as the starting point of the famous Cari¬ 
boo Road and as head of navigation for the river 
boats and their excited passengers. But there is 
very little else, except mouldering foundations of 
buildings long since destroyed by fire and time, to 
remind a visitor of Yale’s place in B.C.’s history. 

Yale was the focal point of the Fraser River 


gold rush of 1858. Thousands of adventurers made 
it their headquarters. 

It was a real frontier settlement, suddenly 
mushrooming around the Hudson's Bay Company 
trading core. 

It was also the first organized town in this 
province. Its council preceded that of New West¬ 
minster by some weeks and that of Victoria by 
about two years. Governor Sir James Douglas set 
up local government there in June of 1860. 

He needed such a body to deal with in the con¬ 
struction of the Cariboo Road and the council 
served him well under the chairmanship of Dr. 
Max Fifer, with Jason Allard of the Company, 
Hugh McRoberts and William Power as colleagues. 
The fifth member is thought to have been “Judge” 
Saunders who was magistrate, gold commissioner 
and “general factotum of the government,” accord¬ 
ing to the history of the place. 

It was these men who were responsible for the 
exploration of the route which the famous Cariboo 
Road was to follow. They deserve something better 
as a monument than the rather forlorn ruin that is 
Yale today. 


Farm Prices Coing Up 


Europe Failing to Stem Inflation 


Inflation In the Common 
Market countries last year 
averaged 6 per cent, and 
some economists predict it 
may be as much as 8 per cent 
during the next 12 months. In 
the circumstances, the joint 
anti-inflation campaign the 
nine European Economic 
Community members have 
agreed to undertake does not 
look effective. 

European inflation is nearly 
twice that in the United 
States: in West Germany it is 
over 6 per cent, in France 
food prices jumped In only 
one month by 1.4 per cent, 
while Britain and the Nether¬ 
lands boast the highest infla¬ 
tion rates — 6.6 per cent and 
7.2 per cent respectively. 

Moreover, Britain, Italy and 
Ireland are each shortly to 
experience the inflationary ef¬ 
fect of the introduction of 
Value Added Tax which could 
in the long term jack prices 
up by 2 or even 3 per cent.

however, the Common Market 
will be called upon to settle 
the level of farm prices for 
the next season. This year, 
even more than last, this te¬ 
dious process, which can last 
for a whole week of day and 
night hard bargaining, is a 
highly sensitive political 
issue. 


The shadow boxing has al¬ 
ready begun: the Common 
Market’s farming organiza¬ 
tion presented the European 
Commission a few days ago 
with its case for higher prices 


to agricultural producers. 
They are demanding an 
average of 7.5 per cent. The 
European Commission replied 
that the most it could recom¬ 
mend was an average of 3 
per cent. So there is bound to 
be tough bargaining ahead. 
The farm price fixing gives 
the EEC and farm ministers 
of the Nine an ideal opportu¬ 
nity to keep inflation down -- 
though perhaps at the expense 
of alienating a politically vol¬ 
atile section of the population. 

Anticipating arguments 
about inflation, the EEC 
farmers insist that the direct 


effect of higher farm prices 
will have an almost insignifi¬ 
cant effect on the price of 
food to the consumer, but this 
is not a view shared by Com¬ 
mon Market finance min¬ 
isters.

The fact that the nine-nation 
European Community has for¬ 
mally committed Itself to re¬ 
ducing the rate of price in¬ 
creases this year to a mere 4 
per cent and called inflation 
control a “top priority objec¬ 
tive” is little comfort to the 
average consumer in the 
Community for whom the 
workings of the EEC are in 
any case remote and to a 
large extent meaningless. 

What used to be known on 
the continent as the “English 
disease” — inflationary 
wage settlements of up to 20 
per cent as a result of trade 
union militancy — is frequent 
enough now in the EEC to 
cause little comment. 

Apart from agreeing to a 
common declaration against 
inflation, there has been little 
the Community could do in 
practical terms that could not 
be better dealt with by the na¬ 
tional governments on an indi¬ 
vidual basis — like the freeze 
in Britain and the clamp-down 
on prices in Belgium. 

Within the next few weeks,

Slapping down demands for 
farm price increases will not 
be enough to counter Europe¬ 
an inflation. The German fi¬ 
nance minister has suggested 
that the EEC should lower 
tariffs on goods imported by 
the Common Market — which 
would cut their cost in the 
shops.. 

The British have given no¬ 
tice in the Common Market 
capital that in their view the 
c onsumer interest will have to 
be taken into account when 
the farm price rises are nego¬ 
tiated, and not just the pro¬ 
ducers’ demands. 

Only four of the European 
Commission’^ present staff 
currently devote themselves 
to consumer questions. This 
situation will soon change be¬ 
cause consumer groups in 
Britain, Ireland and Denmark 
are stronger than those in the 
six EEC founding countries. 
Their aim is to see that the 
Common Market head¬ 
quarters becomes much more 
sensitive to consumer and 
cost-of-living questions than in 
the past.

Prospects After the Vietnam War 


Once again, the Vietna¬ 
mese have made history. The 
North Vietnamese and, in the 
South, the Viet Cong have dar¬ 
ed to defy a western super¬ 
power. The United States is 
withdrawing from participa¬ 
tion in the war in Vietnam, 
and the people of Vietnam are 
going to be left to themselves 
tp work out their own future. 
They are now back to where 
they were after the French 
had withdrawn and before 
the Americans intervened. 

Vietnamese anti-colonialism 
and nationalism will tell in 
favor of the political reuni¬ 
fication of South and North; 
reluctance to come- under a 
regime that is Communist as 
well as nationalist will tell in 
favor of a continuance of the 
political division of the coun¬ 
try. We cannot predict what 
the resolution of forces in Viet¬ 
nam is going to be, but we 
can feel fairly sure that the 
Vietnamese will not settle 
their country's destiny “de¬ 
mocratically’’ in the west¬ 
ern sense of the word. The 
western parliamentary re¬ 
presentative form of govern¬ 
ment is not in the Vietnamese 
tradition, and the Vietnamese 
have not had the opportunity 
of adopting it, even supposing 
that they had had the wish. 

* ★ ★ 

The sensational defeat of 
France and the still more 
momentous frustration of the 
United States are the feats by 
which Vietnam has made his¬ 
tory in our time; but its 
greatest achievement was its 
extrication of itself from 
China. From 111 BC till after 
90 AD Vietnam was a Chinese 
province. It is the only coun¬ 
try that has been incorpor¬ 
ated in China for that length 
of time without having been 
permanently assimilated and 
Sinified. Keeping itself inde¬ 
pendent of China was Viet¬ 
nam's principal preoccupation 
till the French laid hands on 
the country more than a cen¬ 
tury ago. 

Against China for about 
nine centuries, and then 
against the West, Vietnam has 
been on the defensive; but 
it wears two faces. In Cambo¬ 
dian eyes, Vietnam is a per¬ 
sistent aggressor, and this not 
only since the North Vietna¬ 
mese army blazed the Ho Chi 
Minh trail. The whole south¬ 
ern half of the area now in¬ 
cluded in Vietnam was con¬ 
quered by the Vietnamese, 
step by step, from its previous 
inhabitants. The Cambodians 
are the last surviving rem¬ 
nant of these. 

For the American people, 
the withdrawal of their armed 
forces from Vietnam spells 
the close of an unhappy 
chapter in the history of the 
United States. To British and 
French observers (of course 
we were not disinterested 
spectators), the Americans be¬ 
fore Pearl Harbor seemed 
strangely blind to a very real 
German and Japanese men¬ 
ace. Since 1946, the Ameri¬ 
cans seemed to have been 
excessively obsessed by com¬ 
munism. When, in 1939, the 
Congress at Washington was 
enacting the neutrality laws, 
no one would have guessed 
that, within seven years, Pre¬ 
sident Truman would be tak-

ing Turkey and Greece under 
the wing of the United States. 
This was indeed a volte face. 
The Americans now commit¬ 
ted themselves to world-wide 
intervention for the contain¬ 
ment of communism. Their 
military intervention in Viet¬ 
nam has been one of the many 
applications of this contra- 
isolationist policy. 

* ★ ★ 

By the time when America 
intervened in continental Asia, 
the European ex-colonial pow¬ 
ers were withdrawing or were 
being driven out. But the 
Americans were not impress¬ 
ed. They believed that Ameri¬ 
can intervention in Asia was 
not imperialism. They also 
believed that American mili¬ 
tary technology was invinc¬ 
ible. 

They did not understand 
the nature of the Asian war 
In which they were engaging. 
They thought that this war 
too could be won by the tech¬ 
niques that had won the Se¬ 
cond World War. They also 
mistook the identity of the 
political force that they were 
challenging. They supposed 
that they were making war on 
communism; they were actu¬ 
ally making war on Asian 
nationalism, wtiich is far more 
dynamic. 


The way in which the Ameri¬ 
cans have conducted their war 
in Vietnam has changed the 
world’s “image” of the United 
States. When a hospital in 
North Vietnam was bombed 
by B-52s, the Swedish prime 
minister, Olaf Palme, publicly 
compared the United States 
with Nazi Germany* Mr. 
Palme’s strictures have touch¬ 
ed the Americans to the quick; 
they have felt indignant. Yet 
the bomber is truly the enemy 
of mankind, whatever may be 
the bomber's nationality, ide¬ 
ology, and objective. Bombing 
has obliterated the distinction 
l>etween uniformed comba¬ 
tants, who are legitimate tar¬ 
gets, and civilians, who are 
not. This distinction limited 
and alleviated the barbarism 
of the institution of war. The 
distinction was established 
with difficulty; its obliteration 
ha* been a calamity. 

All peoples that have had 
the means to bomb have used 
these means, ever since the 
first essays during the First 
World War, when aviation was 
in its infancy. But, after the 
dropping of nuclear bombs 
over Hiroshima and Nagasaki, 
not one more bomb ought ever' 
to have been dropped, and the 
United States ought to have 
taken the lead in putting an

American’s allies have notic¬ 
ed that, even when we take 
into account the American 
bombing of North Vietnam 
with B-52s in the last of the 
war, South Vietnam, which offi¬ 
cially is the United States’ pro¬ 
tege, has suffered more cruel¬ 
ly than North Vietnam at 
at American hands. We are 
alarmed, and we shall not 
easily be reassured. 

What about the prospects? 
How are we to assess them

SOFIA — It was our last day in Bulgaria. Our 
car looped Liberation Square, past the outdoor cafes 
and the statue of a Russian czar astride a bronze 
horse. It turned toward onion-domed Alexander Nev¬ 
sky Memorial Church, cut left at the TSOUM 
department store and eased into a narrow, cobble- 
stoned side street, busy with stores and people. 

We were riding with the two smugglers we had met in Is¬ 
tanbul. The car stopped near a squat, new, concrete-and-glass 
building without a name on it. Several men stood near the en¬ 
trance, looking at us. "That’s it," said one of the smugglers. 
"That’s the new headquarters of KINTEX."

We had already checked the 
room and found no electronic 
listening devices, but we 
turned up the TV to full volu¬ 
me-happy workers were sing¬ 
ing about a new sanitary 
sewer system in the city of 
Varna. 

Under Hood 

We were to pick up the 
smugglers on a street corner 
four blocks away in 15 min¬ 
utes. 

We picked them up and 
went to another cafe 10 min¬ 
utes by car from liberation 
Square. We were on a second- 
level balcony. Thirty feet 
below, two men peered under 
the hood of a parked car. 

They stayed under the hood 
for the next two hours, while 
the smugglers went through 
two dishes of ice cream, and 


we drank a half-bottle of 
white wine. 

One of the two smugglers, 
Ghassan, sketched in the de¬ 
tails on KINTEX: "If you’ve 
got the right connection with 
that agency, you can pass 
morphine base through Bul¬ 
garia without the slightest rip¬ 
ple." 

Certain Istanbul patrons, he 
said, were allowed to move 
base through Bulgaria. In 
turn, the Bulgarian govern¬ 
ment sold American ciga¬ 
rettes and Scotch whisky to 
the patrons at a profit. The 
patrons smuggled them into 
Turkey. 

Move Guns 

The Bulgers had another 
interest in Turkey; the left- 
wing Dev Geng revolutionary 

movement. 

According to the smugglers, 
an Istanbul patron who was 
allowed to bring out his base 
was required to occasionally 
reciprocate by providing 
smugglers to move guns and 
ammunition from Bulgaria 
for the Turkish revolu¬ 
tionaries. 

The patrons were also ex¬ 
pected, when asked, to supply 
inelligence information to the 
Bulgarian secret police. 

"KINTEX is immensely 
powerful in this country," 
Ghassan said. "It’s not just a 
government agency. If KIN¬ 
TEX decides not to let you 
smuggle through Bulgaria, you 
can have a tough time here." 

Closed Down 

Until recently, Ghassan 
said, KINTEX maintained 
warehouses in various parts 
of Bulgaria. Some of these 
were stocked with cigarettes, 
whisky Or guns. 

The agency would sell the 
supplies to officially designat¬ 
ed middlemen. In turn, these 
men would sell the merchan- 
dies to the Istanbul patrons. 

Within the past year, hower, 
KINTEX has closed down 
many of its storage depots 
and has consolidated many of 
its operations in a new Sofia 
headquarters.

Methadone Substitute: 
‘Shot’ Good for Month 


RICHLAND, Wash. (AP) - Scientists at 
Battelle Pacific Northwest Laboratories are 
investigating a substitute drug for metha¬ 
done, a substance addicts use to stay off 
heroin. It’s called cyclazocine. 

Unlike methadone, cyclazocine doesn’t 
produce a euphoric "high," and wfoile metha¬ 
done must be taken daily, a single dose of 
cyclazocine could last a month, a Battelle 
spokesman said. 

The spokesman said cyclazocine answers 
some of the objections that have been voiced 


about methadone. It is not addictive. Since it 
produces no euphoria, it lacks street market 
value for addicts looking to push it as they do 
methadone. 

So far, the drug has been tested on labora¬ 
tory animals, but not humans. Researchers 
say they will investigate other drugs similar 
in effect to cyclazocine before beginning clin¬ 
ical tests. 

The research is being conducted under a 
392,000 contract with the health department 
of New York City.

We had heard the names 
before. They were on our list 
of heroin profiteers: All Hik- 
met, Tekin, Mehmet Tuysu- 
soglu, Mustafa Kisacik. 

Headed Back 

After looking at the KIN¬ 
TEX building, the next after¬ 
noon, we headed back to our 
cai\ We were now about three 
blocks away when a man in a 
white shirt began walking be¬ 
hind us. He followed us until 
we got into the car and drove 
off. 

On the way back to the 
hotel, we dropped off our 
smugglers on a street comer. 
They had information that a 
friend was bringing 200 Idiot 
through Istanbul. They want¬ 
ed a piece of the action. 

VIENNA, Austria: We sat 


with Dr. Ernst Hoffman, chief 
of Austria’s narcotics bureau, 
and talked about heroin. He 
spoke in slow, carefully enuni- 
( cated English. Yes, he had 
heard of an agency in the Bul¬ 
garian government that had 
co-operated with narcotics 
smugglers moving through 
that country.

Greenspan, appearing for 
Anishawbekwek, an Ontario 
organization concerned with 
human rights, asked the court 
to adjourn until Monday "so I 
can consult someone who 
knows the French language 
better than I do." 

The legal effects of the 
omission, if any, might be 
known Monday when the high 
court resumes hearing a gov¬ 
ernment appeal seeking to re¬ 
store a provision of the Indian 
Act which says Indian women 
who marry whites lose their 
Indian status. 

The provision was wiped out 
when the Federal Court of Ap¬ 
peal restored the Indian 
status of Jeannette Lavell 
who married a white man. 

Lawyer Clayton Ruby of 
Toronto, appearing for Mrs. 
Lavell, told the court earlier 
Friday that Mrs. Lavell was 
not seeking to wipe out the en¬ 
tire Indian Act, but only those 
sections which allegedly de- 
scriminate against Ihdian 
women. 

He said he does not expect 
the court to go any further 
than allowing women to keep 
their Indian status after a 
mixed marriage, the same 
right accorded to Indian men. 

There was no attempt to 
have white husbands of Indian 
women given Indian status as 
white women attain status 
when they marry Indian men. 

Indian women who marry 
whites now lose their right 
to "live as an Indian among 
Indians." This was a tragic 
personal loss, but it also 
means they lose other rights 
such as certain exemptions 
from civil process, the right 
to certain tax exemptions, eli¬ 
gibility for government loans.

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Grits Enjoy ‘Eunuch’ NDP

* OTTAWA (CP) — Govern¬ 
ment members sat back hap¬ 
pily in the Commons Friday 
while New Democrat Leader 
David Lewis and Conservative 
Leader Robert Stanfield fired 
away at each other’s position 
on the new federal budget. 


While both agreed the gov¬ 
ernment is not to be trusted, 
Lewis said his party has no 
more faith in “the dinosaur- 
oriented and dinosaur-con¬ 
trolled" Conservatives, than it 
does in the govemment.N 
Stanfield, who spoke first, 
said there were so few NDP- 
inspired measures in Finance 
Minister John Turner’s Mon¬ 
day budget that the NDP, de¬ 
spite its balance-of-power po¬ 
sition, appeared to have no 
more potency or influence 
than “a eunuch in a harem.” 


All the government needed 
to gain the support of the New 
Democrats would have been 
a promise to increase the old 
age pension “just by a nickle 
or a dime.” 

Lewis replied that his party 
Is not satisfied with increases 
in the basic pension to $100 
from about $85 a month. But 
if the Conservatives had been 
in power “we would have had 
to be satisfied with $90.” 

Stanfield said the basic 
issue in the budget debate is 
one of confidence in the gov¬ 
ernment. 


dured the discomfort and in¬ 
convenience of a freeze and 
temporary controls program 
if they felt that dramatic re¬ 
sults could be achieved in re¬ 
ducing unemployment as well 
as restoring order to the price 
side of the economy,” Stan¬ 
field said. 

Lewis accused the Conser¬ 
vative leader of taking a dis¬ 
honest stand in favor of a 
greater degree of Canadian 
economic independence.

The Conservative leader 
was “absolutely destroyed” 
by the frustration he felt at 
not having power. Lewis 
suggested Stanfield visit a 
psychiatrist to get rid of his 
frustrations. 

Conservatives as a whole 
had become so obsessed with 
power that “they would vote 
for the Communist manifesto 
if they thought they could get 


across the aisle” to the gov¬ 
ernment side of the Com¬ 
mons. 

Lewis said a Conservative 
proposal to do away with the 
11-per-cent tax on building 
materials would be nothing 
more than a "bonanza for 
gouging developers.” The 
NDP would give the 11 per 
cent in a rebate to homeown¬ 
ers, rather than as a tax to 
companies.

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Grits Enjoy ‘Eunuch’ NDP 
Battling Tory ‘Dinosaurs’ 


OTTAWA (CP) — Govern¬ 
ment members sat back hap¬ 
pily in the Commons Friday 
while New Democrat Leader 
David Lewis and Conservative 
Leader Robert Stanfield fired 
away at each other’s position 
on the new federal budget. 

While both agreed the gov¬ 
ernment is not to be trusted, 
Lewis said his party has no 
more faith in “the dinosaur- 
oriented and dinosaur-con¬ 
trolled" Conservatives, than it 
does in the government. 

Stanfield, who spoke first, 
said there were so few NDP- 
inspired measures in Finance 
Minister John Turner’s Mon¬ 
day budget that the NDP, de¬ 
spite its balance-of-power po¬ 
sition, appeared to have no 
more potency or influence 
than “a eunuch in a harem." 

All the government needed 
*to gain the support of the New 
Democrats would have been 
a promise to increase the old 
age pension “just by a nickle 
or a dime." 

Lewis replied that his party 
Is not satisfied with increases 
in the basic pension to $100 
from about $85 a month. But 
if the Conservatives had been 
in power “we would have had 
to be satisfied with $90." 

Stanfield said the basic 
issue in the budget debate is 
one of confidence in the go\«- 
ernment. 

And “how can you trust a 
government that within the 
short space of a few months 
has accepted so much of what 
it previously rejected, and in 
tpm has rejected so much of 
what just a few months ago it 
so readily accepted?’’ 

"This government has lost 
its credibility in a way that is 
beyond recovery," Stanfield 
said. There was nothing in the 
budget to overcome the “lin¬ 
gering disgrace of over half a 
million idle Canadians looking 
for work." 

He suggested the govern¬ 
ment should have used the 
budget to "signal the end to a 
long period of economic con¬ 
fusion and stagnation’’ by in¬ 
troducing, as he would have 
done, immediate wage-and- 
price controls and an end to 
the 11-per-cent sales tax on 
building materials. 

People would have "en¬ 


dured the discomfort and in¬ 
convenience of a freeze and 
temporary controls program 
if they felt that dramatic re¬ 
sults could be achieved in re¬ 
ducing unemployment as well 
as restoring order to the price 
side of the economy," Stan- 
peld said. 

Lewis accused the Conser¬ 
vative leader of taking a dis¬ 
honest stand in favor of a 
greater degree of Canadian 
economic independence. 
There were 19 Conservative 
MPs from Alberta, "every 
one of whom supports the 
rape of this county by out¬ 
side corporations." 

The Conservative leader 
was "absolutely destroyed" 
by the frustration he felt at 
not having power. Lewis 
suggested Stanfield visit a 
psychiatrist to get rid of his 
frustrations. 

Conservatives as a whole 
had become so obsessed with 
power that “they would vote 
for the Communist manifesto 
if they thought they could get

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NDP Wards Off Non-Confidence Attacks 


The NDP government Fri¬ 
day easily defeated succes¬ 
sive non-confidence motions 
put by the Liberals and the 
Social Credit official opposi¬ 
tion in the Legislature. 


The house first dealt with 
the Socred motion that in¬ 
creased petroleum royalties, 
proposed in the budget, are 
hurting the economy of the 
northeastern section of B.C. 
where the oil and gas industry 
is centred. 


The second vote - both mo¬ 
tions were defeated by iden¬ 
tical 14 to 33 margins with the 
Socreds, Liberals and Conser¬ 
vatives combining against the 
government — involved a Lib¬ 
eral argument that increased 
corporate taxes were hurting 
ordinary citizens who also 
aren’t getting adequate con¬ 
sumer protection.

province. 

He said the department of 
petroleum resources reports 
that a total of 31 wells are 
drilling in northern B.C. — 
four more than a week ago.

This 
alone made the Socred motion 
"a timely and responsible 
one,” he added. 

Dr. Scott Wallace (PC—Oak 
Bay) said the Tories are con¬

pect price increases to be 
handed down by companies. 
But he added this attitude 
didn’t mean the party was in 
favor of fatter profits for the 
oil companies. 

The Conservatives, howev¬ 
er. urged the government to 
act cautiously lest it created 
more unemployed in a pro¬ 
vince already hard hit. 

Patrick McGeer (L—Point 
Grey) produced a telegram 
from another major oil com¬ 
pany which he quoted as say¬ 
ing would invest less capital 
in oil and gas exploration in 
B.C. in future. 

"The economy of B.C. is 
silding backwards every day,” 
the Liberal member said.

The only time I feel 
I can tell you to go 
to hell is when I’m drunk

Bernard Gillie’s friend was 
the town drunk. He was also 
an Indian. 

If there was anything to be 
said about the combination, 
then the man may have said 
it best of all, Gillie said Fri¬ 
day. He said he suggested to 
the man that he drank too 
much and was told: 

“I know — but the only 
time I feel I can tell you to go 
to hell is when I’m drunlj. 
And I think that's the way it 
is with some other Indians. So 
we get drunk.” 

Gillie, former director of 
education for the Northwest 
Territories, used the story as 
an example of how the white 


man has robbed the Indian of 
his land, language, history, 
skills, religion and self-con¬ 
fidence. 

Speaking to teachers attend¬ 
ing the one-day convention of 
the Greater Victoria and 
Saanich teachers’ associa¬ 
tions. he asked them to be¬ 
come familiar with the writ¬ 
ings of some of today’s native 
people and to use them as 
guides in teaching. 

It rftight be too late to do 
much about the prejudices of 
so many of today’s adults, he 
said, but he thought a proper 
job done in the schools would 
allow students to develop the 
right attitudes. 

Gillie is a native Victorian 
who returned home reluctant¬ 
ly last yeaf’ after retirement 


put an end to his 10 years in 
the Northwest Territories edu¬ 
cational system. 

He said the young among 
the native people are no 
longer willing to accept the 
social injustices inflicted upon 
their families. Unless Canadi¬ 
ans understand the problem 
and are willing to do some¬ 
thing about it. there will be 
“trouble for all of us,”, he 
said. 

He finds white Canadians 
have a shocking lack of 
knowledge of the over-all 
problem. 

“These young people are 
pretty desperate,” he said. 
“They say something has got 
to be done. They say things 
are bad and they can’t get 
much worse.” 


He presents this picture of 
the problem: There are about 
450,000 native people — In¬ 
dians, Metis and Eskimos — 
in Canada and that their pop¬ 
ulation is increasing four 
times as fast as that of other 
Canadians. 

In one province (he chose 
not to say which one) only 6.2 
per cent of the employable 
native people had jobs in 1969. 
Only 23 per cent had any cash 
income at all and of that 
number, 60 nor cent earned 
less than $1,000 a year. 

The native people have been 
trying to switch to an urban 
or semi-urban way of life on 
an average national income of 
5300 a year, he said. 

The children of the native 
people begin dropping out of 


school at the Grade 3 level, he 
said, and only one half of one 
per cent reach Grade 12. 

Gillie speaks angrily of the 
attitude demonstrated today 
toward the Eskimo. He be¬ 
lieves the Eskimo is being ex¬ 
ploited. 

“It just happens right now 
that the Eskimos are the in- 
thing in Canada,” he said, re¬ 
ferring to the fad of collecting 
Eskimo carvings and art. 

“Many people, I am cer¬ 
tain. would be happy il they 
could collect an Eskimo.” 

He suggested the same kind 
of people would probably wel¬ 
come something like a “rent- 
an-Eskimo service. They 
would like to rent one and 
keep him in a cage in the 
backyard." 


He said he was sickened by 
the exploitation of the Eskimo 
when he saw two Eskimo 
boys on display in a Toronto 
store window, both of them 
busy carving. 

“Anything to make a buck," 
he said. 

During Inis stay in the north, 
Gillie took a chance on some¬ 
thing friends thought would 
“have my hide nailed to the 
wall in Ottawa.” 

To get away from the un¬ 
wanted paternalistic stance of 
the white people, he allowed 
the native people to operate 
their own school without out¬ 
side interference, complete 
with the selection of teaching 
staff and principal. 

When difficulties arose in 
the operation of the school he 


resisted the urge to step in 
and take over. The Indian 
band concerned held a meet¬ 
ing and agreed the entire 
source of the trouble was the 
principal. The chief offered 
the simple solution — fire the 
principal. He was fired. 

“If that had been turned 
over to us to solve we would 
have had seven commissions 
followed by four appeals and 
everybody would have been 
mad at everybody else in the 
end,” Gillie said. 

He said the native people 
must be allowed to have the 
feeling that these schools are 
theirs to operate — “not 
something the white man has 
given them and must run for 
them.” 


“One thing we’ve got to 
guard against — and very 
soon — is a trend among our 
native people toward isola¬ 
tion, a nation within a nation. 
This way lies disaster. They 
cannot do this and hope to 
survive. But I can understand 
why they do it.” 

Gillie says the idea of turn¬ 
ing over schools and other 
operations to the native peo¬ 
ple is fundamentally sound 
and is the best way to battle 
this isolation. 

“I’ve helped put many of 
these things into effect and I 
know they do work,” he said. 

“I would just like to think 
my country had the courage 
to tackle it and make a suc¬ 
cess of it.”

“The psychiatrist wants us 
to love all children all the 
time and to allow them to do 
exactly as they will,” he said. 
“He lives in a dream world of 
educational fantasy and ex¬ 
pects us to join him there."

Announcement of a pro¬ 
posed provincial land-holding 
bank was hailed Friday as a

The Land Commission Act 
setting up a five-man cabinet- 
appointed commission with a 
farmland acquisition fund of 
up to $25 million was in¬ 
troduced Thursday in the le¬ 
gislature by Agriculture Min¬ 
ister Dave Stupich. 

In effect the commission 
will have the power to insti¬ 
tute a master zoning plan for 
the province and act as a 
holding company for agricul¬ 
tural land, green belts, recre¬ 
ation and park land and 
urban and industrial land 
banks. 

Willow said the creation of 
parks became a hoax under 
the previous government, be¬ 
cause parks were treated as 
land reserves for future indus¬ 
trial development He pointed 
to a 2 , / 2 -million-acre decrease 
in parkland in the province 
over the past 20 years.

Fishing Wharf Expansion 
Planned as Tourist Bait

Wharfs for about 70 com¬ 
mercial fishing boats are be¬ 
ing considered by Victoria as 
part of park development 
plans for the Ocean Ceffient 
site al the Inner Harbor, 
Mayor Peter Pollen said Fri¬ 
day. 

Moorage for 70 boats at that 
location, a stone’s throw from 
the Legislative Buildings, Pol¬ 
len said, would not only be a 
natural tourist attraction, but 
would be |>art of an over-all 
plan to increase the city’s 
berthing facilities from the 
present 140 berths to an es¬ 
timated 500. 

Meanwhile, however, the 
federal government’s trans¬ 
port ministry is considering 
construction of a giant fisher¬ 
men’s wharf in Sooke Harbor, 
about 25 miles from the city, 
that would accommodate up 
to 1,000 fishing boats and take 
them out of the Victoria area 
entirely. 

That information came 
from Aid. BUI TindaU who 
said unless the city provides 
increased wharfage, the fed¬ 
eral government wouldn’t hes¬ 
itate to carry out its tentative 
plans for the giant Sooke facil¬ 
ity. 

Larry Slaght, district man¬ 
ager of marine services for 
the transport ministry, said 
there were no Immediate 
plans for the 1.000-berth facil¬ 
ity in Sooke rfarbor, but he

conceded that it was a possi¬ 
bility. 

“We wouldn’t consider 
building such a facility, how¬ 
ever, unless we are assured of 
the need,” he said. 

TindaU construed this state¬ 
ment as “gentle pressure” on 
the federal government’s part 
to make Victoria provide suit¬ 
able alternatives. 

“And we have the alterna¬ 
tives,” Tindall said. The city 
could provide wharfage for 
500 fishing boats at about 
three or four different loca¬ 
tions, aU of them fairly close 
together, he said. 

The Ocean Cement site was 
one. another suitable site 
could be made avaUable in 
Victoria West, across the 


Inner Harbor, a third one ad¬ 
jacent to the existing moorage 
facility on Erie Street, Tindall 
said. 

The Ocean Cement property 
was purchased by the city 
about a year ago with federal 
and provincial help under one 
of the last urban renewal 
schemes. The site is to be 
vacated by mid-April. An ear¬ 
lier moving date of Feb. 15 
couldn’t be met by Ocean Ce¬ 
ment. 

TindaU warned that the city 
must make a firm decision 
soon, or it would be in danger 
of losing its fishing fleet. In¬ 
creased boat sizes, he said, 
had reduced the number of 
berths at the Erie Street 
wharf from 250 to 140 in the 
past few years. 

“The city needs the fishing 
fleet. It's the fifth-largest em¬ 
ployer and that’s quite a size 
able payroll. In addition to 
that, it would be a shame to 
lose the color that a fishing 
fleet provides to the life of our 
city,” he said. 

It was that aspect which 
particularly intrigued the 
mayor. 

“That’s why I think the 
Ocean Cement site would be 
great for part of the fishing 
fleet. People could see the 
fleet go out and come in. It 
wouldn’t only be an attraction 
for tourists, but also for our 
citizens,” PoUen said. 

The fishermen would also 
prefer to stay in the city.

The government plan to buy 
farmland if necessary and 
then rent it back to people 
who want to farm, would not 
work, he predicted. 

“You’ll get people who will 
come and stay for about six 
months,” he said. “They 
won't stay because they 
wouldn’t really want to farm, 
and they wouldn’t understand 
what they were taking on 
until they actually got start¬ 
ed."

The mayor admitted that 
Ottawa would, of course, have 
the last word since the bill for 
construction of moorage fa¬ 
cilities is paid by the federal 
public works department. 

“All we can do is put some 
pressure on the federal gov¬ 
ernment to see it our way. We 
have some meetings sche¬ 
duled with transport officials 
in the near future, but I think 
we should have fewer meet¬ 
ings and more action,” Pollen 
said. 

Regarding the city’* plans 
to increase wharfage in Inner 
Harbor, Slaght said Ottawa 
would certainly take a good 
look at them. 

If the city could prove that 
its plans are economically 
sound, there was no reason 
why the transport ministry 
shouldn’t accept them, he 
said. 

"But there are certain dif¬ 
ficulties. If you have your 
wharfage spread over several 
sites, the administration be¬ 
comes more expensive. There 
are no funds to hire a number 
of wharfingers to look after 
several facilities, if one could 
look after a bigger facility," 
Slaght said. 

On that point, the mayor 
said earlier it would be no 
problem for one wharfinger to 
service a number of mooring 
sites, especially if he was 
equipped with a small boat.

Manitoba Stages Rally 
To Nip B.C. in Playoff 


Blilft (Kolxmtft. Victoria, B.C. Saturday, Feb. 24, 1973 ' 



DANGEROUS ground is what this is, but it does seem 
that the B.C. Ladies Curling Association created another 
problem with the change that brought district status for each 
of the four zones which once formed one of the six / BCLCA 
districts. 

That a change was long overdue needed only a glance at 
figures which showed that District L which included Van¬ 
couver Island, the Lower Mainland and the Fraser Valley, 
had 4648 of the 8021 curlers registered with the BCLCA last 
year. And the solution seemed so simple — give district 
status to Vancouver Island, the Lower Mainland and the 
Fraser Valley, creating eight districts and setting up an ideal 
playoff situation with eight finalists in a double-knockout 
competition. The Vancouver Island zone had 1573 listed 
curlers, the Vancouver area zones had 1120 and 1063 and the 
Fraser Valley had 892, and it would have made a reasonably 
equitable split by shifting one or two of the outlaying clubs in 
the Greater Vancouver area to the Fraser Valley district. 

However, this was not the solution reached at the annual 
BCLCA meeting. Happy at getting district status, Vancouver 
Island and Fraser Valley curlers didn’t object too strenuous¬ 
ly, if at all, about according the same status to the two Van- 
couver-area zones. But compromise does not always bring a 
good solution, and the BCLCA may rule the day it decided to 
have nine districts. 

Now, what it has is a nine-rink round-robin provincial 
final, and it will find it expensive and time-consuming. If 
memory serves, the next three B.C. finals, although not nec¬ 
essarily in that order, are in Cranbrook, Whitehorse and 
Quesnel. Transporting a minimum of eight rinks, plus the 
goodly number of executives the BCLCA brings to its meet¬ 
ings, is not going to be a minor item. But with 10 draws need¬ 
ed to complete the round-robin, the provincial final can be 
tabbed as a week-long affair. 

There seems little question but that the desire of the 
BCLCA to have a round-robin final played a part in the 
decision to go to nine finalists. But while this is fine for the 
social aspects of a provincial playoff, and is something which 
should be retained for the meeting of provincial champions, 
the round-robin has long since been proven an unsatisfactory 
method of deciding the rink which will go to the Canadian 
final. 

No rink should lose that chance without having been bea¬ 
ten twice, and no rink should be allowed to carry on when it 
is out of the competition. As a good example, Flora Martin’s 
Victoria Curling Club rink lost only once in the provincial se¬ 
nior women’s final, and that time after holding an 8-3 lead 
after six ends, but was eliminated because the rink which 
beat them was far too good far the other opposition. 

Perhaps Ada Calles and her Kimberley rink would have 
prevailed in a second meeting, but the fact remains that the 
Island champions had only one chance, and lost it on the first 
draw, at an opportunity which may come only once in a life¬ 
time. 

MEL WATCHORN has fooled them again. The Fairview 
skip reached the Alberta men’s final several times without 
being considered a serious threat to the likes of Hec Gervais 
and Ron Northcott, and when Watchom won the Alberta Con¬ 
sols last year it was rated as somewhat of a fluky thing not 
likely to happen again. But Watchom, again calling the shots 
for his brothers, Merv and Terry, and Jim Fox, is the only 
1972 skip to make it to the 1973 Brier. 

For those who may have missed some of the Brier rinks, 
the 1973 men’s provincial champions are: Newfoundland— 
Jim Ward, Labrador City; Prince Edward Island—Bob Dillon 
of Charlottetown; New Brunswick—Lou Dugre of Chatham; 
Nova Scotia—Peter Hope of Dartmouth; Quebec—Dave Moon 
of Montreal; Northern Ontario—Don Harry of Sudbury; On¬ 
tario—Paul Savage of Toronto; Manitoba—Danny Fink of 
Winnipeg; Saskatchewan—Harvey Mazinke of Regina; Alber¬ 
ta—Mel Watchom of Fairview; B.C.—Jack Tucker of Rich¬ 
mond. 

It figures to be close, but it’s all but certain that the win¬ 
ner will be one of the four western rinks. If it isn’t, the east¬ 
ern skip most likely to succeed should be the 25-year-old Sav¬ 
age, who skipped the Ontario entry in 1970. 


IT LOOKS as if Roy and Reg Stone aren’t destined to win 
a Canadian championship. Together six times — 1949, 1952, 
1953, 1957 and 1962 — as Consols champions, they failed to 
win the Brier. And now they have missed again, losing on the 
last two ends in playoff game to decide the winners of the 
Seagram Stone. 

It is, of course, posssible that they will be back in another 
season, but the odds are lengthening now that they are well 
into the age of senior competition. Although Prince Edward’s 
amazing Dr. Wendell MacDonald, who made the first of his 
three successive Brier appearances in 1954, has just compet¬ 
ed in his eighth senior final, the Seagram Stone doesn’t 
produce that many repeaters. And when it does, the chances 
are slimmer than they were the time before. The only 1972 fi¬ 
nalists who were back this year were Jim Wilber, Goey 
Bauld and Rod Milne of the Nova Scotia rink.

EXTRA END: Victoria did produce two provincial cham¬ 
pions this season— Les Brice and his firefighters and Neil 
Dickson and his policemen. Congratulations to both, and good 
luck this afternoon when they meet in a challenge game at 
the Victoria Curling Club . . . and a number of Victoria rinks 
will be trying for the B.C. post-office championship, sche¬ 
duled to start today at the VCC , . . John Balloch, it haasrbeen 
decided by unanimous vote, is handier with a broom than he 
Is with the pastboards. He is henceforth to be known as 
“Seven eight-five’’ or “Give me my 15 cents’’ Balloch . . . 
there is some thought at the Albemi Valley Curling Club of 
holding a 64-rink five-event men's bonspiel instead of the 
present 48-rink six-event arrangement.

More Than Half of Winners 
In Illinois Doped—Chairman 


CHICAGO (AP) — More than half of the 
winning horses at Illinois racetracks had 
been given Illegal drugs last year, says 
chairman Anthony Scariano of the Illinois 
Racing Board. 

While this could indicate the rat es were 
fixed, Scariano said prosecution Is difficult. 

•*I was told by our staff veterinarians that 
horse racing is In a deplorable condition with 
respect to illegal medication of horses,” he 
said. 

But, Scariano said, he was told by his 
staff “that they could not put together a 
chain of evidence to take into court.” 

Janies Hutchins, racing board secretary, 
explained that state law forbids administra¬ 
tion of drugs during the 24 hours before a 


race, but that with many drugs there is no 
way to prove they were not given to a horse 
two or three days before as a legal medica¬ 
tion. 

Hutchins said the board will hold hearings 
on medicating horsses within three weeks so 
that regulations can be revised before the 
Arlington Park thoroughbred season opens 
April 15. 

Stanley Bergsteln, executive secretary of 
Harness Tracks of America and vice- 
president of the U.S. Trotting Association, 
said Scariano’s remarks are “Incredible and 
Irresponsible.” 

Bergsteln said that 4000 races were held 
In the Chicago area during the 1972 season 
and McDonald did not report one positive 
test.

Smith 
came around the comer to 
struggle for the gun and she 
hit him on the head with it. 

He finally grabbed the gun 
and, as he left the store, 
shoved Mrs. Graham into a 
plate glass window. It broke, 
cutting her elbow. 

When Smith was picked up 
soon after, he had a fully 
loaded .22 calibre air pistol in 
a belt holster and $1-67 in his 
pockets. The policeman tes¬ 
tified he told officers “he 
needed the money.” 


Prosecutor J. W. Anderson 
said Smith had a record of 
four definite - indeterminate 
terms since mid-1969 for thefts 
and mischief. He said

Kirstein said the Canadian cham¬ 
pion is leaning toward Surrey master Bob 
Zuk, who also placed high in the standings in 
the Canadian championship last year when 
Biyiasas won the title. 

Should Biyiasas place among the top three 
in his interzonal tournament, he’ll qualify for 
further world championship playoffs leading 
to a challenge for the crown now held by 
Bobby Fischer of the U.S.

“You can't sit at home and 
not have other income on the 
side." said Dennis Cross, who 
began his acting career in 
1944. “Otherwise your career 
is down the tubes and your 
life to boot." 

Cross moved his family to 
Hollywood from New York in 
1955 and made a good living, 
he said, until acting jobs 
began falling off about five 
years ago. 

“From 1957 to 1968, I did at 
least 20 television shows a 
year or more," Cross said. 

But now, Cross spends most 
of his time as assistant man¬ 
ager of mobile home dealer¬ 
ship In the nearby San Fer- 


Smothers 

Suing 

CBS TV 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - En¬ 
tertainer Dick Smothers told 
a federal court Thursday that 
the CBS television network 
started censoring the 
Smothers Brothers Comedy 
Hour three months after the 
show was first aired. 

Dick and Tom Smothers are 
suing CBS in connection with 
the network’s cancellation of 
the program in 1969. The net¬ 
work says it cancelled the 
show after receiving an unu¬ 
sually high number of com¬ 
plaints about “poor taste." 

Smothers said CBS had cut 
out the conclusion of the 13th 
program in 1967 without no¬ 
tifying the comedians. In the 
scene, he said, the brothers 
appealed to women to send 
“Mother’s Day cards" to 
Washington asking for an end 
to the Vietnam war. 

“We didn't know it was cut 
out until we saw it on the tele¬ 
vision screen Sunday night," 
Smothers said. “I thought 
they had overstepped their 
bounds." 


He acts about 
five times a year, at most. 

Cross said he turned to the 
sales job when he found uiv- 
employment payments were 
not enough to support him, his 
wife and seven children. 

“Actors who aren’t really 
big are hurt the worst,” said 
a spokesman for the Holly¬ 
wood unemployment office. 
“Actors and extras dominate 
our claim load." 

One woman who has been a 
professional actress for 26 of 
her 44 years said she got one 
acting job in 1972. It paid 
4200. 

She said she had supported 
herself during the last three 
years by taking unemploy¬ 
ment compensation, a loan 
from the Actors Fund and 
part-time .jobs. 

“I am no longer a young 
girl. I have not been trained 
for anything else, and it is dif¬ 
ficult to get anything.’’ 

Buck Harris of the Screen 
Actors Guild, the actors' 
union, said: “It is the highest 
unemployment we ever had. 
We estimate that on any 
given day at present 80 per 
cent to 90 per cent of our 
members are not working." 

Some unemployment figures 
for the week of Nov. 6, about 
the time of the late fall em¬ 
ployment peak for Hollywood: 
Screen Actors Guild 
members, 85 per cent unem¬ 
ployment; extra and or¬ 
namental plasterers, 75 per 
cent; art craftsmen, 44 per 
cent; makeup artists, 32 per 
cent; script supervisors, 31 
per cent. 

Several factors have been 
blamed for the drop in hiring 
for motion pictures, including 
use of non-professionals, high 
production costs and high sa¬ 
laries. 

But the most apparent rea¬ 
son is the decline of the big 
movie studios. 

“There used to be the large 
studios with permanent 
payrolls whether or not they 
were producing. Now they are 
virtually nonexistent." said a 
spokesman at the Hollywood 
office of the California De¬ 
partment of Human Re¬ 
sources Development.

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Tropaeolum 
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Some of the common plant names in 
general use among gardeners are com¬ 
pletely incorrect and bear no relation 
whatever to the true botanical names. 
Not that it matters much when we are 
talking among ourselves, for these are 
common plants well known to all of us 
hereabouts, but these nicknames can 
cause a lot of confusion when you are 
writing to a friend in another country 
about your plants. 

The geranium, for instance, Isn’t a 
geranium at aU, but a pelargonium, 
and in international usage the name 
Geranium is reserved for the Cranes- 
bill, a very different plant from 
the scarlet flowers we set out in our 
window boxes and planters every spring. ' 

The Jerusalem artichoke isn't an 
artichoke and it isn’t from Jerusalem 
— It is a North American sunflower 
with edible root tubers. The Jerusalem 
Cherry Isn't a cherry and comes from 
Madeira. The African violet isn’t even 
remotely related to the true violet, al¬ 
though it did come originally from the 
Usumbara mountains in what was then 
German East Africa. 

And the term nasturtium really be¬ 
longs to the colorful, soft-stemmed an¬ 
nual flowers we grow from big, soft 
seeds. The plant we commonly call 
nasturtium is actually a Tropaeolum, 
pronounced trop-ee-OH-lum, a native of 
South America, and the only thing it 


has in common with the true nastur¬ 
tium, watercress, is the peppery flavor 
of its leaves. 

I have always had a soft spot in my 
heart for the so-called nasturtium, fa. 
even though it is considered “common" 
by the gardening elite, probably because 
it is so easy to grow and no challenge 
to their skill. While the plant cannot 
survive any frost, it is tough and hardy 
in every other way and can go for 
weeks without a drink — something to 
remember for that summer cottage 
where you have to carry all your water 
by the bucket. 

When I was a boy, we hqd only two 
kinds of nasturtiums; the dwarf, and 
the tall of climbing kind. Seeds were 
sold only in mixed colors, mostly yel¬ 
lows, orange and red flowers. Nowa¬ 
days we have tall, semi-tall, dwarf and 
very dwarf nasturtiums, Gleam nas¬ 
turtiums, and the grand Jewel strain, 
making compact clumps that carry 
their double flowers well up above the 
leaves. There is also a fairly new vari¬ 
ety called Indian Chief, four feet tall, 
with very dark foliage and fiery scar¬ 
let flowers. 

When we were kids, we used to set 
up a tall pole in the backyard and string 
a number of cords from the top of the 
pole to stakes driven in the ground in 
a circle around its base, similar to the 
manner in which Scarlet Runner beans 


are often grown. A climbing nasturtium 
seed was planted at each stake, and 
when the vines climbed tha cords, we 
had an Indian wigwam, mysterious 
and exciting, with dim green light filt¬ 
ering through the wall of leaves. 

The leaves of the nasturtium were 
a constant source of entertainment 
for us kids. A big leaf would be plucked 
and held in the hollow of the hand to 
make a shallow cup, and a blob of water 
would be dropped in. The water could 
be rolled around, the blob would split 
into two or more parts, then rqp to¬ 
gether again, just like quicksilver, and 
without ever wetting the leaf. 

The flowers, too, were valued, for 
this was the only blossom from which 
we could drink the nectar, like the bees. 
The trick here is to bite off the extreme 
end of the long spur that sticks out be¬ 
hind the flower, then suck the honey¬ 
like fluid from within. 

Ever try scattering a few nasturtium 
flowers over the top of a green salad? 
It gives a common salad an exotic, 
tropical look, and the blooms have the 
same mild peppery flavoT as the leaves. 

Incidentally, nasturtium leaves make 
a pretty fair substitute for watercress 
in sandwiches when young and tender 
and before the black aphids foul them, 
and the green seeds can* be pickled and 
used in place of caper sauce to go with 
mutton.

Everyone’s Talking About It 


When people talk to me 
about the weather, I always 
feel they mean something 
else. 

Oscar Wilde 

A sociologist with more 
time than questions on his 
hands recently asked himself 
(and a lot of other folks): 
What is the most popular sub¬ 
ject for conversation? 

The answer — are you 
ready for this? — was: the 
weather. 

If a poll is worth taking, it 
is worth taking well. So, in 
the interests of a. little more 
of the old irPdepthness, we 
asked our milkman how many 
times a day people compel 
him to talk about the weather. 

He estimated around 25 
weather-oriented conversa¬ 
tions on a fair day, and when 
it turns nasty, around 3§, 
which happens to be more 
than the number of customers 
on his route. 

★ ★ ★ 

A touch of scholarly skep¬ 
ticism seemed called for. In 
our best sociologist’s jargon, 
we asked him: “How come?” 

Just then the mailman 
came by and asked the milk¬ 
man: “Boy what about this 
weather?” 

“See!” said the milkman. 

But before we get down to 
finesse questions, like the ap¬ 
proved styles for talking 


about the weather, a few mis¬ 
apprehensions ought to be 
cleared away. The weather is 
not, as sommonly supposed, a 
“safe” topic. 

“Cold enough for you?” (in 
the winter) and “Hot enough 
for you?” (in the summer) 
are questions that, directed at 
the wrong party at the wrong 
time, can provoke a war as 
easily as any other. 

★ ★ ★ 

Nor is the weather tAe fa¬ 
mously simple topic about 
which any man. woman, or 
babe in the crib can con¬ 
fidently comment. 

The weather takes studying, 
particularly if you live or 
work in the city and haven’t 
been out of your fluorescent- 
lighted, temperature-con¬ 
trolled highrlse for half a day 
or so. 

Under the circumstances, 
one finds out what’s happen¬ 
ing, not by opening the win¬ 
dow — you can’t anyway — 
but by turning on the tube. 

With the weather as with all 
else, television brings life at 
second hand. 

★ ★ ★ 

Obviously talking about the 
weather nowadays is not the 
passive business — the easy- 
way-out -- that a lot of people 
mistakenly suspect. It is, all 
in all, a fairly strenuous 
game, with your more dedi¬ 


cated participants • identified 
by the styles they have devel¬ 
oped: 

The Weather Statistician. 
He knows the rainfall to the 
nearest hundredth of an inch 
for the past 10 years. Don’t 
tell him that, golly, this must 
be the coldest (or warmest) 
Feb. 24th,ever. He’ll tell you 

— “as a matter of fact ...” 

— which Feb. 24th it actually 
.was. 

The Weather Perfectionist. 
In the summer it’s too hot for 
him, in the winter it’s top 
cold. If, as a statistician, you 
tell him it’s exactly 72 de¬ 
grees, he’ll say: “But what 
about the dew point?” 

The perfectionist, in G. C. 
Lichtenberg’s phrase, would 
give half a lifetime to know 
the average barometer read¬ 
ing in paradise. You can bet it 
isn’t his. 

The Weather Competitor. 
Who doesn’t know a man or 
woman with what James Rus¬ 
sell Lowell called “meteo¬ 
rological rfmbitions?” The 
competitor takes pride in 
being hotter or colder or more 
snowed-upon than all -his 
neighbors. 

Let a storm blow down his 
maple. Let lightning strike 
his car. He couldn’t be hap¬ 
pier. The Competitor sees 
weather as a drama, and if 
the icicle falls on you, it’s like 
getting the star part. 


The Inner Weather Watcher. 

Tell him the weather, and 
he’ll telryou his mood. And 
does his little sensibility-ever 
have cloud formations! Em¬ 
ployers take warning: On 
sunny days the IWW feels too 
good to work. On overcast 
days he feels too bad to work. 
★ ★ ★ 

It must be admitted: To a 
certain extent, everybody is 
an IWW — an inner-outer cli¬ 
mate co-ordinator. Why else 
does June rhyme with moon 
in love songs? Even Shake¬ 
speare made weather prac¬ 
tically a dramatis persona in 
The Tempest. 

For the ancient Greeks, 
among other pagans, weather 
was a report on the humors of 
the gods, with Zeus, the 
mightiest tantrum-thrower of 
them all, strong on thunder¬ 
bolts. 

★ ★ ★ 

Fw the Inner-Weather 
Watcher, a modem breed, 
weather reflects rather the 
mysteries within himself. In 
storms he sees the inexplica¬ 
ble gustings of his own pas¬ 
sions and fears. 

Then, if all goes well, he 
senses in the calm after the 
storm the real possibility of 
his own resurrection. And 
he says with heartfelt banali¬ 
ty: “Nice day, isn’t It?” — 
and, of course, means some¬ 
thing else.

To Check 
B.C. Plan 


OTTAWA (CP) - The Brit¬ 
ish Columbia government’s 
move to take over automobile 
Insurance may contravene the 
Canadian Bill of Rights, Que¬ 
bec Socred Gilles Caouette 
suggested in the Commons 
Friday. 

He asked whether B.C. Au¬ 
tomobile Insurance Act repre¬ 
sents a restraint of trade by 
requiring all vehicles to be in¬ 
sured by the Insurance Carp, 
of British Columbia, a provin¬ 
cial crown company. 

He also wanted to know if 
the confiscatory features of 
the B.C. insurance legislation 
are in violation of the Bill of 
Rights. 

Solicitor-General Warren 
Allmand said he would bring 
the questions to the attention 
of Justice Minister Otto Lang, 
who was absent from the 
House. 

The B.C. government has 
Introduced legislation for a 
government takeover of au¬ 
tomobile insurance. The prov¬ 
ince also proposes to enter 
other fields of general insur¬ 
ance in competition with pri¬ 
vate underwriters. 


Tanker 
Fight 
Still On 


OTTAWA (CP) — Canada 
will continue to state its 
"very strong opposition" to 
the proposed United States 
tanker route through the 
straits of Juan de Fuca, Ex¬ 
ternal Affairs Minister Mit¬ 
chell Sharp told the Common! 
Friday. 

He was replying to a long 
series of questions that began 
with John Fraser (PC—Van¬ 
couver South) asking whether 
a joint Canada-U.S. commit¬ 
tee had made any recommen¬ 
dation regarding joint control 
over the route. 

Three ministers, including 
Prime Minister Trudeau, be¬ 
came involved in the replies, 
but there was no definite in¬ 
formation on the work of the 
committee. Trudeau said he 
prefers that the International 
Joint Commission undertake 
the task, but the Americans 
want a special committee set 
up just for that task. 

The prime minister said he 
has discussed the tanker route 
with President Nixon, Envi¬ 
ronment Minister Jack Davis 
said he has discussed it with 
Nixon’s environmental ad¬ 
viser, and Sharp said Cana¬ 
da’s "very strong opposition" 
is being reiterated in all con¬ 
tacts with the U.S. 

The tanker route would 
carry Alaskan oil to Cherry 
Point, Wash. 

Donald Munro (PC— 
Esquimalt-Saanich) asked 
whether the Canadian govern¬ 
ment is insisting on a termi¬ 
nal site farther down the U.S. 
coast to avoid using the nar¬ 
row strait. 

Sharp said "our preference 
Is not to go to Cherry Point" 
but the location of another 
terminal would Be for the 
United States to decide. 


Fisheries 
Fleet 
To Grow 

OTTAWA (CP) — Canada 
will spend $50 million in the 
next five years to modernize 
and increase the effectiveness 
of fishery protection and re¬ 
search fleets, it was an¬ 
nounced Friday. 

Many of the new vessels to 
be built will be used in ocean 
mapping and geophysical sur¬ 
veys related to offshore explo¬ 
ration for oil, as well as Arc¬ 
tic pollution hazards. 

Fisheries Minister Jack 
Davis said in a news release 
that Canada needs vessels ca¬ 
pable of operating 100 miles 
and more off the coast for ex¬ 
tensive periods in order to 
manage offshore mineral and 
fishery resources effectively.

Pulling the nozzle the wrong way from the gas 
pump at the Shell Self-Serve Station on Douglas can 
be an unnerving experience. 

There you are at 10 at 
night, out of gas, trying to 
look knowing and nonchalant 
as if you’d spent your life 
pumping the stuff. 

You read the instructions 
boldly printed on the front of 
the pump for the second time 
and suddenly a little voice 
from nowhere says: "Good 
evening, can we assist you?" 

That voice on the loud- 
sr>eaker belongs to 17-year-old 
Anita Korpela, who sits inside 
the station and verbally as¬ 
sists customers in the oil com¬ 
pany’s latest innovation to 
lure car owners into its sta¬ 
tions. 

The drawing feature at this 
station is a slightly lower 
price per gallon on gas, plus a 
free car wash service. 

What sort of people prefer 
to pump their own gas? Anita 
says people at all ages fre¬ 
quent the station. 

‘‘.It’s unbelievable the 
number of little old ladies 
who come here and not only

pump their own gas, but 
change their oil too," she 
says. 

Anita adds that not many 
people have trouble figuring 
out the pumping procedure 
after the first time. 

S 

"But some people will drive 
in thinking we’re a regular at¬ 
tendant-served station, and 
when they don’t get service, 
will simply drive off,” she 
said. 

Actually the whole opera¬ 
tion is manually controlled 
from Anita's perch in the sta¬ 
tion. A customer can’t get gas 
until Anita switches the lever 
to "on". 

"And customers really 
make sure they get their last 
penny’s worth," she says. 

Customers must go into the 
Station to pay for their car 
fuel, so Anita says, "at least 


I’m not sitting in here all 
alone without any contact 
with anyone." 

She has a male assistant 
who runs the car wash until 8 
p.m. on weekdays. If you 
gas up after that time, tlie sta¬ 
tion gives a rain check for a 
car wash some other time. 

Another duty for Anita is to 
make routine checks of all the 
pumps to see how much has 
been sold. 

Some of mistakes custom¬ 
ers make in a self-serve sta¬ 
tion : 

"A guy will drive up, jump 
out of his car, light up a ciga¬ 
rette and then proceed to 
pump gas. 

"Or, customers won’t read 
the instructions on the pumps. 

"But there aren’t that many 
dumb people coming in here."

It was bright and sunny and 
nine o’clock in the morning 
when I stumbled sleepily into 
the office of realtor Shirley 
Philps. 

There had hardly been 
enough sunshine to melt the 
ice in the mud-puddles yet. but 
Mrs. Philps had already been 
in the office for an hour, ans¬ 
wering telephone calls, meet¬ 
ing clients, talking to real es¬ 
tate agents. 

It was another busy day for 
her — but that’s the way she 
likes it. President of her own 
real estate afcepcy since 1966, 
■he finds real estate — espe¬ 
cially the selling part of iit —■ 
fascinating work. 

She’s not the only one who 
feels that way. More and 
more women are entering the 
real estate field in Victoria; 
their numbers hbve been 
steadily increasing since the 
early 60s. 

"It just seems like a fabu¬ 
lous field,” says Mrs. Philps. 
"For one thing it gives a 
stimulation to your life. It’s 
not an excitement, exactly,

After passing a three-hour 
examination on what she has 
learned during her months of 
study, she can get her license,

"and then the fun begins," 
says Mrs. Philps. 

The course describes how to 
finance a house, how to show 
a house pro|>erly, how to eval¬ 
uate property, and how to 
meet the needs of a client who 
is looking for a house. 

"Real estate agents learn to 
realize how important the 
purchase is to the people 
they’re representing. When 
people move, they’re in an 
emotional state — they don’t 
know whether they should 
move or shouldn't — so you 
try your level best to find out 
what their wishes are.” 

A real estate agent has to 
understand that houses are 
based on feelings, she says. 
"It’s not just bricks and mor¬ 
tar — it's a way of life they’re 
looking for. It’s a ma jor pur¬ 
chase. changing their life¬ 
style." 

Sometimes people want 
more thratr they can afford, 
and the agent has to be care¬ 
ful that they don’t get them¬ 
selves into something that’s 
beyond their means. 

Mrs. Philps had been man- 


estate when I think erf the 
other careeis I’ve had — and 
I’ve had quite a few." 

Selling real estate isn’t 
always easy, she adds. "I 
wouldn’t want you to believe 
it’s all hearts and flowers —■ 
there’s plenty of frustration 
and hard work, but it’s inter¬ 
esting. 

"I care about doing a good 
job. Whenever I do less than a 
good job, I’m unhappy." 

She hasn’t suffered from 
any discrimination because 
she’s a woman, Mrs. Philps 
says.

She has worked as a gov¬ 
ernment telegrapher in a 
man’s job, was manager of a 
sewing company and the only 
woman company manager at 


the time, and was always ac¬ 
cepted, she says. 

"Today’s woman has more 
grasp of the economic situa¬ 
tion, through the various 
media. Women are alive and 
eager — we’re not isolated 
any more. 

"In older days womerl 
might have been reluctant to 
enter real estate because they 
lived in a soft, sheltered 
world, but now women know 
more and so are interested." 

Last fall her firm, Shirley 
Philps Homefinders Ltd., 
joined Wall and Redeko^Re- 
alty Ltd., and she became 
head of the corporation for 
Vancouver Island. In her new 
position she has the sole right 
to dictate policy on Vancouver 
Island, which she likes. 

"They realize we’re a 
unique island. The quality of 
life and slowness of pace is 
what makes living here — we 
feel — so much better." 

The decision to merge with 
Wall and Redekop was made 
because the firm could in¬ 


crease the services it offers 
the public, she says. 

"Home-hunting is really a 
world affair now — it’s not 
just Victoria or Greater Vic¬ 
toria. People are coming from 
all over the world to live 
here." With the merger, her 
firm can now look for houses 
on an international scale to 
meet this demand. 

She finds her new responsi¬ 
bilities "demanding, exciting, 
frustrating. Sometimes my 
duties run to just everything. 

"But it doesn’t feel any dif¬ 
ferent from being a secretary, 
an artist. I don’t feel any dif¬ 
ferent from when I was a 
morse code operator for the 
government.” 

Mother of three, two of 
them now grown up and mar¬ 
ried, the other a teenager who 
goes to a private school and 
spends weekends at home, 
Mrs. Philps believes that a 
woman can be active in busi¬ 
ness and raise a family if 
she’s well-organized. 

Basically, it’s a matter of 


the quality of time spent with 
your children, rather than the 
quantity, which really counts. 

She thinks more women* will 
be working in the future, too. 
"Right now one in three 
women are in the work force, 
and I think pretty soon it will 
be every other." 

Although now she mostly 
trains real estate agents, 
she's still interested in selling 
houses because "their 
successes are my successes." 
And judging by all the activi¬ 
ty in her office so early in the 
day, she’s successful indeed.

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Queen Might One Day Head Federal Europe 


LONDON (CP) — An expert 
on royal history raises the 
possibility that one day the 
Queen might be head of a fed¬ 
eral Europe while Prince 
Charles takes over the British 
throne. 

Hugh Montgomery-Massing- 
berd. youthful editorial direc¬ 
tor of Burke’s Peerage Ltd., 
which publishes a string of 
genealogical reference books, 
dismisses the sometimes- 
aired theory that the Queen 
may abdicate simply to let 
Charles take the reins before 
he reaches middle age. 

"But I can envisage her ab¬ 
dicating to become head of a 
federal Europe, while Prince 
Charles becomes King of Eng¬ 
land," he said in an interview 
in his functional office, its 
shelve* lined with fat red vol¬ 
umes of Rurke’s genealogies 
going back to 1845. 


Montgomery - Massingberd. 
tall, fresh-complexioned 26- 
year-old of Ulster descent 
whose ancestorrtironically in¬ 
clude a fervent anti-royalist 
knighted by Oliver Cromwell, 
touches on the sovereignty 
issue in the preface to the 
new Burke s Guide to the 
Royal Family, published to 
mark the 21st anniversary of 
the queen’s accession in 1952. 

An informative compen¬ 
dium of pedigrees, current 
royal biographies and views 
of the monarchy by leading 
historians, it is the first of a 
new series of Burke’s genealo¬ 
gical guides to different sec¬ 
tions of the aristocracy 
planned to replace the present 
bulging volume covering roy¬ 
alty, peers, knights and 
baronets. 

The old-style publication 
was becoming unwieldy, its 


editor explains, because of a 
"nobility explosion" caused 
by the large number of life 
peerages bestowed in the last 
10 years. 

In the preface to the royalty 
guide, Montgomery-Massing- 
berd says cautiously: "If and 
when the dream of a federal 
Europe comes true, presum¬ 
ably a head will be needed 
and the possibility of the Brit¬ 
ish sovereign occupying the 
post should not be precluded." 

Noting that the British royal 
family is closely linked by a 
web of relationships to its 
European counterparts, he 
says the long-term effects of 
such a move should be "most 
beneficial" for monarchy in 
general. 

In conversation, Burke’s ed¬ 
itor points out that monar¬ 
chies now outnumber repub¬ 


lics in the new European 
Community by five to four. 
While it would be "invidious 
to draw comparisons,’’ he 
says, Britain’s monarchy is 
by far the oldest, going back 
at least 1,150 years. 

Britain’s traditional detach¬ 
ment and physical isolation 
from mainland Europe also 
may help give her monarchy 
a special senke of perspective, 
he suggests. 

Elsewhere in the glossy 
guide, selling at $24, historian 
Elizabeth Longford says with 
Prince Philip’s gifts "it is a 
loss to the man and the na¬ 
tion" for him not to speak in 
the House of Lords. 

Although as a Royal Duke 
he has a constitutional right 
to do so -and Philip has taken 
his seat in the Lords—the 
prince consort’s role has re-

mained outside the parlia¬ 
mentary sphere since Prince 
Albert incurred fierce criti¬ 
cism simply for listening to a 
controversial debate in 1846. 

As well as its new-look aris¬ 
tocratic pedigrees, Burke's is 
bringing out an updated edi¬ 
tion of Burke’s Landed 
Gentry, an unofficial social 
register of Britiain’s oldest-es¬ 
tablished country families, 
largely compiled by enthusi¬ 
astic amateur genealogists In 
the families concerned. 

Montgomery - Massingberd, 
his one assistant and a team 
of freelance genealogists 
check the authenticity of fam¬ 
ily trees which some enthusi¬ 
asts have spent 20 years or 
more building up. Earlier 
than the 16th century, it's a 
job for the specialists of the 
College of Arms, and only 
three or four English families 


have a copper-bottomed claim 
to a pedigree going back be¬ 
fore the Norman Conquest of 
1066. 


Montgomery - Massingberd. 
who took over as editorial 
director last year, sees gene¬ 
alogy as "an essential tool” 
for historians. A self-trained 
historian himself—he gave up 
a place at Cambridge Univer¬ 
sity to work for Burke’s six 
years ago—he says "the idea 
of Burke’s as a snobs’ bible is 
utter rubbish.” 

History is people, he points 
out, and you might say the 
whole history of the British 
Isles is contained in those 
shabby red-backed volumes in 
the Waterloo Road office. 

The Burke’s establishment 
—founded by Sir Bernard 
Rurke in 1826 and controlled 
since the 1930s by Mercury 


Publications Ltd.-- receives 
many letters from Canadian 
and American ancestor- 
hunters. All are referred to 
the Association of Genealo¬ 
gists at Meopham, Kent, the 
professional register of Bri¬ 
tain genealogists. 

Burke’s are spreading their 
net to catch a shower of U.S. 
dollars with a forthcoming 
book on American Presiden¬ 
tial families. Also in the 
works is a guide to English 
country houses, ranging the 
firm’s scope far beyond the 
publishers of that other blue- 
bloods bible, Debrett’s — a 
yearly directory of titled fam¬ 
ilies and recipients of high 
honors. 

The two are not rivals, says 
Burke's editor. "Debrett’s is 
good on the living, but we are 
more comprehcssive, with 
more history." 






‘Lib Has Men 
Frightened

Cheryl White Is Black

TORONTO (CP) — Men are 
sr> frightened about the wo¬ 
men’s liberation movement 
that they don’t want to make 
jokes about it, says Marshall 
I/cLuhan, * Canada’s com¬ 
munications philosopher.

McLuhan said jokes are 
always grievances, abrasions, 
and tell you "where it’s at." 
Madmen never tell jokes and 
it's dangerous when jokes dry 
up in politics and society. 

He told his predominantly 
male audience that men are 
trying desperately to find new 
roles for themselves. 


He said the liberation move¬ 
ment was similar to a person 
running down the street cry¬ 
ing: "I’ve got the answers. 
What are the questions?" 

Mrs. Friedan said neither 
men nor women are helped by 
advertising or remarks fea¬ 
turing women as sex objects. 

"It is dehumanizing for both 
when women are treated like 
a piece of disposable tissue." 

Mrs. Friedan said more and 
more men are joining the 
movement. Young men are 
saying: 

"I don’t have to have a 
crew cut and be tight-lipped 
to prove I am a man. I can be 
tender and compassionage 
and I can admit I am afraid 
sometimes."

While admitting that die 
mbdical community is "very 
liberal in Victoria, thank 
goodness," Mrs. Murrison 
still sees a need for a compre¬ 
hensive unit operated along 
the lines of the Reproductive 
Crisis clinic in Seattle. 

One of these Sclinics would 
be sufficient in Greater Vic¬ 
toria, she said, to serve as a 
centre for abortions, steriliza¬ 


tions, dispensing of contracep¬ 
tives and education "all under 
one roof." 

It would be staffed with 
nurses who, for one reason or 
another, would be sympathet¬ 
ic to women wishing to termi¬ 
nate their pregnancies, she 
added. 

"I had one young girl whom 
I had referred to a local hos¬ 
pital and one or two nurses 
were very hostle toward her. 
This makes it very hard on 
the girl. Nurses shouldn’t let 
their hostility show through. 
There should be no moralizing 
or preaching." 

Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke has said that he is not 
prepared to open clinics in the 
province, preferring to put 
more emphasis on the "pre¬ 
ventive end of it." 

Mrs. Murrison also chal¬ 
lenged the published claim of 
a Victoria newspaper colum¬ 
nist that abortion is more 
dangerous than childbirth. 


She quoted figures which 
showed that 14 women died in 
Canada of abortions in 1970, 
five of them as a result of 
criminal or self-induced ter¬ 
minations, while there were 
75 deaths arising from compli¬ 
cations in childbirth and preg¬ 
nancy the same year. 

Mrs. Murrison said that, to 
her knowledge, about "seven 
or eight" Victoria women a 
month cross the border into 
the U.S. for abortions. The 
numbers are undoubtedly 
greater, however, since many 
women don’t avail themselves 
of the advisory service. 

The Royal Jubilee performs 
its abortions on Saturdays, 
with about three women as 


outpatients and the rest stay¬ 
ing overnight. 

The Victoria General, 
meanwhile, operates on Fri¬ 
days in its ambulatory care 
unit.

No Privilege Breach 


Liberal Allan Williams 
(West Vancouver-Howe 
Sound* Friday charged that 
Agriculture Minister Dave 
Stupich breached the privi¬ 
leges of the B.C. Legisla¬ 
ture Thursday. 1 

He claimed the minister 
leaked information about his 
controversial farmland legis¬ 
lation to some members of 
the press gallery before it 
was introduced into the house. 

Specifically, he said Stupich 
had “pre-taped a news re¬ 
lease pertaining to the . . . 
legislation” with reporters of 
the CBC and CTV, and the 
Malcolm Turnbull, provincial 
editor of the Vancouver Prov¬ 
ince also obtained informa¬ 
tion about the legislation. 

Williams cited Marjorie Ni¬ 
chols, chief Legislature re¬ 
porter of the Vancouver Sun, 


as his source for the allega¬ 
tions. 

Speaker Gordon Dowding 
ruled on the basis of two prec¬ 
edents that there was no 
“prime facie case of breach 
of privilege.” 

He said on the basis of the 
facts presented by Williams, 
the case wasn’t as serious as 
in the House of Commons in 
London in 1909 when a memo¬ 
randum authorized by MPs as 
an explanation of imminent 
legislation was leaked to a 
newspaper. 

He also said the only Cana¬ 
dian precedent, a complaint 
by an MP June 3, 1969 that 
opposition members were ex¬ 
cluded from pre-budget press 
briefings by the finance min¬ 
isters and that this was a 
breach of privilege, was not 
applicable in this case. 


Dowding also said it wasn’t 
‘‘really my business" and 
suggested it was time the cab¬ 
inet or the Legislature modi¬ 
fied the practice of pre-releas¬ 
ing information to prevent an¬ 
other such “embaraasing con- 
trtemps.’’ 

Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald said he appreciated 
the speaker's ruling on the , 
technicalities involved, but 
said the government wants to 
consider the matter further 
“at the political and legisla- 1 
tive level." 

He said pre-release of infor¬ 
mation, such as the contents 
of the throne speech and the 
budget speech, has been “a 
common practice for years” 
and suggested perhaps refer¬ 
ring the matter to a standing 
committee of the Legislature.

A social worker provided a 
novel idea Friday evening for 
parents who want to break the 
back of the drug problem 
among youth: put away the 
bottle, and go to church. 

Set a good example with a 
touch of religion — that was 
Hugh Roberts’ main message 
to a sparsely-attended semi¬ 
nar on alcoholism at the First 
United Church, which was 
sponsored by the Greater Vic¬ 
toria Association on Al¬ 
coholism. 

“Wc help to encourage illic¬ 
it drug use and then punish 
the users.” he said after 
tracing the relationships be¬ 
tween drinking and the use of 
marijuana and heroin. 

What do people do with al¬ 
cohol that causes other people 
to use drugs, he asked, and 
then gave a three-pronged an¬ 
swer: 

• Breaking and then 
changing the laws dealing 
with alcohol use. For exam¬ 
ple. drinking bootleg booze 
during Prohibition and more 
recently lowering the drinking 
age to 19 because so many 
young people have broken the 
law ; 

• Glamorizing liquor, 
claiming it is virile and ma¬ 
ture and expected of all 
adults. 

• Consuming it and ignor¬ 
ing the possible consequences 
to children. 

Roberts quoted a Califor¬ 
nia study which showed that 
drug users have parents with 
two main characteristics: 
they drank alcohol, often in 
great quantities, and didn't 
go to church. 

Another speaker. Oak Bay 
MLA Dr. Scott Wallace, said 
the provincial government 
must recognize that al¬ 


coholism is a medical prob¬ 
lem. 

“If I take one of my pa-«( 
tients to the Jubilee Hospital,' 
for example, and put down 
alcoholism’ on the diagnosis, 
his treatment will not be cov¬ 
ered by B.C. Hospital Insur¬ 
ance. 

“We as doctors have to 
stretch the truth by saying he 
is suffering from cirrhosis, or 
gastritis or vomiting.” 

He suggested that beds 
should be specifically set 
aside for alcoholics in acute 
hospitals.

All unnecessary public gath¬ 
erings have been cancelled in 
Port Alice, about 25 miles 
west of Port Hardy, after 
medical authorities Friday 
confirmed an outbreak of 
diphtheria. 

Dr. D. G. Morris of the Port 
Alice Hospital said the con¬ 
firmed case was a 10-year-old 
school girl. 

Morris said provincial 
health authorities have been 
contacted and extra staff and 
anti-toxin will be arriving in 
the area within the next few 
days. 

The doctor said he did not 
know how much anti-toxin 
was coming from Vancouver 
but there would be “sufficient 
for quite a few cases.” Port 
Alice has a population of 
1.500. 

The child is in good condi¬ 
tion, Morris said, and is being 
kept in isolation in the hospi¬ 
tal. 

Morris said if persons con¬ 
tracting the disease were 
treated promptly, the recov¬ 
ery rate was good, but the 
mortality rate is high in this 
particular strain, if patients 
are left untreated. 

Persons with whom the 
child has been in contact have 
been given swab tests, he 
said. 

More than 25 persons were 
tested Friday, more were 
scheduled for today and 200 
will be tested Monday. 

Morris said he suspects the 
disease was brought into the 
community by a carrier. 

He said the carrier is most 
often an adult who although 
he has been immunized picks 
up the germ and carries it in 
an area such as the nose. 

“It’s very rare,” he said. “I 
don’t think we’ve had a case 
here since the 1930s.”

Nixon Playing Let’s Make a Deal

threat to the neworks in this 
phrase: 

"Rivalry among a few oli¬ 
gopolists (the networks) may 
be even less desirable than 
outright monopoly. A similar 
degree of economic power is 
present but it is exercised 
more wastefully.” 

That amounts to a recom¬ 
mendation for one network 
rather than three and some 
sources are even going so far 
as to say the Nixon adminis¬ 
tration might want that one 
network to be government- 
operated. 

The OTP study was started 
after show-business unions 
began a campaign against 
reruns and Nixon supported it 
during his re-election drive. 

While the unions are fight¬ 
ing reruns, the networks have 
been fighting the access rule. 
It reduced their control of 
evening primetime by about 
half an hour a day in hopes of 
Improving program quality 
and spreading program con¬ 
trol around to some in¬ 
dependent producers. 

The spread occurred, all 


right, but the type of show 
that replaced half an hour 
from the network was Let’s 
Make a Deal, Lawrence Welk 
and the like — shows the pub¬ 
lic likes but not quality. 

The OTP study shows reve¬ 
nues, expenses and profits of 
the three networks have just 
about doubled in the past dec¬ 
ade. But as they did so, origi¬ 
nal primetime programming 
fell. 

In the 1961-62 season, CBS 
produced 892 hours of original 
primetime programming (71 
per cent of its schedule) while 
NBC was at 885 hours and 
ABC at 82 9 (both also 71 per 
cent). 

In the 1971-72 season, ABC 
led with 709 hours (65 per 
cent) while NBC totalled 644 
hours (59) and CBS dropped 
to 609 hours (56). 

The main reason was not j 
the access rule but the boom- j 
ing popularity of movies on 
TV — four hours per network I 
per week in 1961-62 to 12 hours j 
a decade later.

Reorder Shows Airliner Lost 


1SMAILA. Egypt 
Israeli military command re¬ 
ported the recovery Friday of 
the “black box” in-flight re¬ 
corder of the Libyan airliner 
that was downed over the 
Sinai Desert and said it in¬ 
dicated the Boeing 727 was 
lost and its pilots thought the 
jets ordering them to land 
were Egyptian MiGs. 

The announcement corrobo¬ 
rated Egyptian accounts of 
the incident. 

Israeli military head¬ 
quarters said the “black box” 


was retrieved during “mcticu- 
ous searches” at the site of 
the crash Friday afternoon. 

"From the partial decoding 
that has been done up to now 
it may be assumed that the 
plane’s crew apparently erred 
completely in its orientation,” 
said the announcement. ‘The 
crew apparently thought the 
plane was flying in Egyptian 
skies. 

"When the Israeli planes 
appeared, the pilot thought 
that those were Egyptian 
MiGs circling around his 
plane.”

Keep Your Cool 
Plea by Barrett

Premier Barrett called Fri¬ 
day for “calmness” and “ ra¬ 
tional discussion” of his gov¬ 
ernment’s controversial I.and 
Commission Act. 

His statements came after a 
day filled with protests in 
which the official opjtosition 
Social Credit party fired off a 
telegram to Prime Minister 
Trudeau asking the federal 
government to overturn the 
legislation. 

The bill, introduced by Agri¬ 
culture Minister David atu- 
pich Thursday, calls for es¬ 
tablishment of a provincial 
land commission with wide- 
ranging powers to zone, buy, 
sell and hold land anywhere 
in the province. There were 
indications up to $60 million in 
funds could be made available 
for this purpose. 

The move followed a freeze 
on sale of all agricultural land 
for non-farming purposes im- 
jxjsed by cabinet order Dec. 
21 . 

Socred house leader Frank 
Richter called a news confer¬ 
ence Friday morning to re¬ 
lease the contents of the tele¬ 
gram sent by the caucus to 
Ottawa requesting appoint¬ 
ment of a Commons commit¬ 
tee to study the B.C. legisla¬ 
tion “for the purjKise of hav¬ 
ing the parliament of Canada 
overrule this bill.” 

“The more we read this bill 
the more vicious it becomes 
Richter told reporters. 

Questioned on his reaction 
to the furor Friday afternoon, 
Barrett said the opposition 
must try to resist the tempta¬ 
tion to play politics with legis¬ 
lation which affects everyone 
in the province and is an im¬ 
portant issue. 

The premier said there was 
no call for such violent criti¬ 
cism of an act most people 
haven’t read and on which 
there hasn’t yet been any de¬ 
bate in the house. 

B.C. is “the r.nly jurisdic¬ 
tion in North America that 
has frankly got the guts to 
start dealing with this prob¬ 


lem," Barrett said. “We’re 
the first . . to make a move 
to save the small famil farm 
to save the small family farm 
And I would have expected 
more responsibility from the 
opposition after 20 years of 
neglect on this particular 
problem.” 

He added the government 
was prepared to accept “good 
amendments” to the bill but 


wouldn't delay its passage be¬ 
cause “every single day you 
avoid political responsibility 
... is a day lost for saving 
farmland.” 

Barrett said: “If we wanted 
to just save our political skin 
as the New Democratic 
Party, I would withdraw this 
bill. But that’s not what we 
were elected for ... if we

Old, New 
Can Live 
T ogether

Children are reaching high school age today 
»vith a marked inability to communicate, according 
to Brentwood College principal David MacKenzie. 


He thinks it’s possible a de¬ 
parture from basics in the el- 
'mentary school system is re- 
*r»onsible and wonders if edu¬ 
cators aren’t sometimes too 
quick to pounce upon new 
teaching methods and forsake 
the old. 

“As they come to high 
school now there is a general 
decline in their ability to com¬ 
municate. This I regret very 
much,” MacKenzie told one of 
many groups of delegates to 
Friday’s annual teachers’ 
convention. 

Held under the heading of 
Professional Day ’73 at the 
University of Victoria, the 
one-day conference was co¬ 
sponsored this time by the 
teachers' associations of 
Greater Victoria and Saanich. 
It involved about 1,300 teach¬ 


ers and provided a holiday for 
36,000 students..) 

MacKenzie isn’t opposed to 
changes in educational pro¬ 
grams and, in fact, advocates 
a new structure for schools. 

“At the same time there 
are these old-fashioned skills 
that are apparently being ig¬ 
nored and it makes our job at^ 
the high school level more dif¬ 
ficult,” he said later in an in¬ 
terview. 

For one thing, he said, it 
may take a month or two just 
to capture the attention of 
youngsters entering high 
school. He said their inability 
to communicate shows up in 
both language and mathemat¬ 
ics. 

While he agrees with use of 
many new philosophies, he 
adds: 


"Tendency To Jump’ 


’ There is a tendency to 
jump into these things with 
unreserved enthusiasm. We 
don’t have to throw out what’s 
good about the old to incorpo¬ 
rate what’s good about the 
new.” 

He pointed out that dissatis¬ 
faction is being expressed in 
California with new maths 
and open-area teaching many 
years after both were tested 
In that state. 

MacKenzie and UVic 
professor Ron Tinney present¬ 
ed two viewpoints on pupil 
development. There was 
agreement that a new struc¬ 
ture was needed, but MacKen¬ 
zie thought it should come 
from the government level 
while Tinney believes it 
should be initiated in the 
schools themselves. 

In a second address later, 
MacKenzie found fault with 
two extreme policies — the 
“lay it on the line” attitude of 


the ‘‘tough, hard-driving, self- 
made businessman” and the 
too-soft approach of some psy¬ 
chiatrists. 

“'Hie psychiatrist wants us 
to love all children all the 
time and to allow them to do 
exactly as they will,” he said. 
“He lives in a dream world of 
educational fantasy and ex¬ 
pects us to join him there.” 

At a later point, he said: 
“Some of the pronouncements 
which I have heard from the 
progressives are just like the 
peace of God — they pass all 
understanding. 

“Though I regard myself as 
a servant of society I feel I 
am at least a professional ser¬ 
vant and, as a consequence, I 
find myself becoming a trifle 
weary of all the experts and 
prophets. I think it is time we 
began to hold suspect some of 
their views, particularly if our 
own experience does not hap¬ 
pen to match their expecta¬ 
tions." 


It Can’t Be All Fun 


MacKenzie doesn’t agree 
with the theory that the young 
should be allowed to develop 
their own talents and self-dis¬ 
cipline. As a result, education 
can’t be strictly fun. 

“The repetitive and some¬ 
times dull arithmetical drills 
are urgently necessary and 
although the study of gram¬ 
mar may be not nearly as in¬ 
teresting-as the" reading of 
Catcher in The Rye, it is utters 
ly essential if we are to b$ 
able to communicate one with 
another.” 

His idea of restructuring 
schools is one of small com¬ 
plexes that would provide a 
more personal educational 
program for the children. Tb 
achieve this a school shouldn’t 
house more than 400, he said. 

He suggests that no more 
large schools b$ built and that 
existing “huge factory-like 
impersonal institutions” be 
fragmented. 

For instance, a school of 
2,000 students would function

Hospital Figures 
Show Sharp Rise 


COURTENAY — The 
number of patients admitted 
to Cumberland General Hospi¬ 
tal in January of this year 
shows a sharp rise over the 
same period last year.

All unnecessary public gath¬ 
erings have been cancelled in 
Port Alice, about 25 miles 
west of Port Hardy, after 
medical authorities Friday 
confirmed an outbreak of 
diphtheria. 

Dr. D. G. Morris of the Port 
Alice Hospital said the con¬ 
firmed case was a 10-year-old 
school girl. 

Morris said provincial 
health authorities have been 
contacted and extra staff and 
anti-toxin will be arriving in 
the area within the next few 
days. 

The doctor said he did not 
know how much anti-toxin 
was coming from Vancouver 
but there would be “sufficient 
for quite a few cases.’’ Port 
Alice has a population of 
1,500. 

Good Condition 

The child is in good condi¬ 
tion, Morris said, and is being 
kept in isolation in the hospi¬ 
tal. 

Morris said if persons con¬ 
tracting the disease were 
treated promptly, the recov¬ 
ery rate was good, but the 
mortality rate is high in this 
particular strain, if patients 
are left untreated. 

Morris said three nurses 
and a medical officer are ex¬ 
pected in the area within a 
day or so. 

"The nurses here have vo¬ 
lunteered to work 12-hour 
shifts instead of their regular 
eight hours,” he said. 

Tests Continue 

Persons with whom the 
child has been In contact have 
been given swab tests, he 
said. 

More than 25 persons were 
tested Friday, more were 
scheduled for today and 200 
will be tested Monday. 

Morris said he suspects the 
disease was brought ir/o the 
community by a carrier. 


\ 


He said the carrier is most 
often an adult who although 
he has been immunized picks 
up the germ and carries it in 
an area such as the nose. 

The individual bacteria die 
after a short time but the co¬ 
lony can remain active on a 
carrier for years. 

The disease is spread by 
droplets, as in sneezing and 
coughing. 

Earliest Signs 

First signs of the disease _ 

are a severe sore throat, 
fever and a general feeling of 
illness that is often mistaken 
for the flu or tonsillitis. 

Morris said there have been 
other persons, including play¬ 
mates of the child, complain¬ 
ing of the symptoms, but to 
date no other cases have been 
confirmed. 

An active provincial im- 
munization program has 
made the disease almost non¬ 
existent, Morris said. 

“It’s very rare,” he said. “I 
don’t think we’ve had a case 
here since the 1930s.” 

Shots for Child 

Eva Smith, chairman of the 
Upper Island Union Board of 
Health, said the child was in- 
noculated against diphtheria 
in November. 

Morris said the situation 
was well in control, at the 
present time, and the response 
from the community has been 
"constructive.” 

Last March, Greater Vic¬ 
toria public health authorities 
discovered four diphtheria 
carriers in one Capital Region 
area and tested about 290 
other persons to eliminate all 
possible sources of the dis¬ 
ease. 

Dr. J. L. M. Whitbread, 
Greater Victoria’s senior 
medical health officer, said at 
the time the carriers were 
successfully treated and as a 
result, “a serious diphtheria 
epidemic has been prevent¬ 
ed.”

Recorder Shows Airliner Lost

ISMAILA. Egypt The 
Israeli military command re- 
jtorted the recovery Friday of 
the “black box” in-flight re¬ 
corder of the Libyan airliner 
that was downed over the 
Sinai Desert and said it in¬ 
dicated the Boeing 727 was 
lost and its pilots thought the 
jets ordering them to land 
were Egyptian MiGs. 

The announcement corrobo¬ 
rated Egyptian accounts of 
the incident. 

Israeli military head¬ 
quarters said the ’’black box” 


was retrieved during “ineticu- 
ous searches” at the site of 
the crash Friday afternoon. 

“From the partial decoding 
that has been done up to now 
it may be assumed that the 
plane's crew apparently erred 
completely in its orientation.” 
said the announcement. “The 
crew apparently thought the 
plane was flying in Egyptian 
skies. 

“When the Israeli planes 
appeared, the pilot thought 
that thosp yvere Egyptian 
MiGs circling around his 
plane.” 


Treatment ‘Shock'

how Americans were treated in North Vietnamese 
prisoner of war camps will eventually be disclosed, 
a California army officer who spent 10 months in 
one of the camps said Friday. 

Capt. Mark Smith, 26, said that anything he 
might say about camp conditions now could en¬ 
danger Americans still held, but he added: 

“The American people . . . are going to be 
very surprised and shocked, if you will, by some 
of the things people (ex-prisoners) will say when 
everyone’s back and are able to tell it like it was.”

In Kidnap 

FREEPORT, Bahamas 
(AP) -- Bahamian police Fri¬ 
day charged a young consta¬ 
ble and a former vice squad 
detective with kidnapping in 
the Feb. 15 abduction of the 
four-year-old daughter of Ca- 
n a d i a n banker Robert 
Spencer. 

Spurgeon Dames, 24, and 
Leroy McLean have been 
charged with burglary, as¬ 
sault with a deadly weajion, 
kidnapping, attempted extor¬ 
tion and possession of a 
firearm. 

Dames was a constable with 
the Royal Bhamian Police 
force and McLean was securi¬ 
ty director of the Interna¬ 
tional Hotel. McLean once 
was cited for bravery as a po¬ 
liceman and headed the vice 
squad on Grand Bahama Is¬ 
land for six years prior to his 
resignation last August. 

Last week, Dames and 
McLean pleaded guilty to 
charges of possessing 
firearms and were sentenced 
to three months’ imprison¬ 
ment. They were free on 
$5,000 appeal bond at the time 
of the arrest on the new 
charges. 


Strike Shuts 
Paris Airport 

PARIS (AP) - All traffic 
al Orly airport was suspended 
Friday evening, and airport 
officials made plans for an 
almost complete halt in air 
activity over the weekend 
unless a strike by air traffic 
controllers is ended. 


In other action related to 
the incident: 

• Israel returned crude 
pine coffins Friday containing 
the remains of 100 of the 106 
persons killed in the shooting 
down of the airliner. Arab 
leaders said the incident could 
end the 30-month-old Middle 
East ceasefire and mark the 
beginning of new hostilities.

Indians Should Dig 
White Man's Past 


TORONTO (CPI — Indians may he 
planning to turn the tables on white an¬ 
thropologists who have been studying 
them for years. 

Dr. Richard Lee. an anthropology 
professor at University of Toronto, told a 
science writers’ meeting Friday that a 
Mohawk Indian suggested recently that 
Indians should dig up one of the pioneer 
cemeteries. 

Anthropologists have been digging up 


Indian burial grounds for years. Mike 
Mitchell of the St. Regis Mohawk re¬ 
serve, near Cornwall. Ont., told an an¬ 
thropologists' meeting. So now he is 
thinking of asking for a Canada Council 
grant to dig up a pioneer cemetery. 

“He said he’d like to find out why the 
white man was always fighting over land 
that had never belonged to him in the 
first place.” said Lee. 

“I think he made his point.”

Premier Barrett called Fri¬ 
day for “calmness” and ”’ra- 
tional discussion” of his gov¬ 
ernment’s controversial l*and 
Commission Act. 

His statements came after a 
day filled with protests in 
which the official opposition 
Social Credit party fired off a 
telegram to Prime Minister 
Trudeau asking the federal 
government to overturn the 
legislation. 

The bill, introduced by Agri¬ 
culture Minister David Stu- 
pich Thursday, calls for es¬ 
tablishment of a provincial 
land commission with wide- 
ranging powers to zone, buy, 
sell and hold land anywhere 
in the province. There were 
indications up to $60 million in 
funds could be made available 
for this purpose. 

The move followed a freeze 
on sale of all agricultural land 
for non-farming purposes im¬ 
posed by cabinet order Dec. 
21 . 

Socred house leader Trank 
Richter t ailed a news confer¬ 
ence Friday morning to re¬ 
lease the contents of the tele- 
era m sent by the caucus to 
Ottawa requesting appoint¬ 
ment of a Commons commit¬ 
tee to study the B.C. legisla¬ 
tion “for the purpose of hav¬ 
ing the parliament of Canada 
overrule this bill.” 

“The more we read this hill 
the more vicious it becomes.” 
Richter told reporters. 

Questioned on his reaction 
to th^ furor Friday afternoon. 
Barrett said the opi>osition 
must try to resist the tempta¬ 
tion to play politics with legis¬ 
lation which affects everyone 
in the province and is an im¬ 
portant issue. 

The premier said there was 
no call for such violent criti¬ 
cism of an act most people 
haven’t read and on which 
there hasn’t yet been any de¬ 
bate in the house.

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B.C. tands Director Walter 
Redel. 48, arrested and pistol- 
whipped by Quebec Provincial 
Police more than three years 
ago, was awarded $16,500 out 
of court Friday by the Quebec 
justice department. 

His only comment . after 
being told about the award: 
“I’m glad it’s all over.” 

Redel of 3109 Henderson, 
Oak Bay, had sued the Que¬ 
bec government and two po¬ 
lice officers for $24,750 after 
he was arrested Feb. 1, 1970, 
by two plainclothes detec¬ 
tives and susequently bea¬ 
ten. 

A statement from the Que¬ 
bec justice department said 
the policeman had mistaken 
Redel for an internationally- 
wanted criminal who was sup- , 
posedly in Quebec City to 
commit a robbery. 

The incident occurred while 
Redel was attending a three- 
day conference of resource 
department official. Redel 
was beaten into uncon¬ 
sciousness with a gun butt 
and held in a jail cell for 
nearly four hours. The epi¬ 
sode touched off an official 
storm in both provincial capi¬ 
tals. 

Redel said at the time the 
Quebec detectives did not 
speak English to him. He at¬ 
tempted to speak French to 
them but they just shook their 
heads. 

Tie suffered a broken bone 
above his left eye. a split lip 
and cut skull requiring sever¬ 
al stitches. His medical ex¬ 
penses totalled $1,500 he said 
Friday.

Redel in 1970 

... pistol-whipped 
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Young Indians ‘Pretty Desperate 


The only time I feel 
I can tell you to go 
to hell is when I’m drunk

Bernard Gillie’s friend was 
the town drunk. He was also 
an Indian. 

If there was anything to be 
said about the combination, 
then the man may have said 
it best of all, Gillie said Fri¬ 
day. He said he suggested to 
the man that he drank too 
much and was told: 

“I know — but the only 
time I feel I can tell you to go 
to hell is when I’m drunk. 
And I think that’s the way it 
is with some other Indians. So 
we get drunk.” 

Gillie, former director of 
education for the Northwest 
Territories, used the story as 
an example of how the white 


man has robbed the Indian of 
his land, language, history, 
skills, religion and self-con¬ 
fidence. 

Speaking to teachers attend¬ 
ing the one-day convention of 
the Greater Victoria and 
Saanich teachers’ associa¬ 
tions, he asked them to be¬ 
come familiar with the writ¬ 
ings of some of today’s native 
people and to use them as 
guides in teaching. 

It might be too late to do 
much about the prejudices of 
so many of today’s adults, he 
said, but he thought a proper 
job done in the schools would 
allow students to develop the 
right attitudes. 

Gillie is a native Victorian 
who returned home reluctant¬ 
ly last year after retirement 


put an end to his 10 years in 
the Northwest Territories edu¬ 
cational system. 

He said the young among 
the native people are no 
longer willing to accept the 
social injustices inflicted upon 
their families. Unless Canadi¬ 
ans understand the problem 
and are willing to do some¬ 
thing about it, there will be 
“trouble for all of us,” he 
said. 

He finds white Canadians 
have a shocking lack of 
knowledge of the over-all 
problem. 

"These young people are 
pretty desperate,” he said. 
"They say something has got 
to be done. They say things 
are bad and they can’t get 
much worse.” 


He presents this picture of 
the problem: There are about 
450,000 native people — In¬ 
dians, Metis and Eskimos — 
in Canada and that their pop¬ 
ulation is increasing . four 
times as fast as that of other 
Canadians. 

In one province (he chose 
not to say which one) only 6.2 
per cent of the employable 
native people had jobs in 1969. 
Only 23 per cent had any cash 
income at all and of that 
number. 60 [>er cent earned 
less than $1,000 a year. 

The native people have been 
trying to switch to an urban 
or semi-urban way of life on 
an average national income of 
$300 a year, he said. 

The children of the native 
people begin dropping out of 


school at the Grade 3 level, he 
said, and only one half of one 
per cent reach Grade 12. 

Gillie speaks angrily of the 
attitude demonstrated today 
toward the Eskimo. He be¬ 
lieves the Eskimo is being ex¬ 
ploited. 

“It just happens right now 
that the Eskimos are the in- 
thing in Canada,” he said, re¬ 
ferring to the fad of collecting 
Eskimo carvings and art. 

“Many people, I am cer¬ 
tain. would be happy if they 
could collect an Eskimo.” 

He suggested the same kind 
of people would probably wel¬ 
come something like a “rent- 
an-Eskimo service. They 
would like to rent one and 
keep him in a cage in the 
backyard.” 


He said he was sickened by 
the exploitation of the Eskimo 
when he saw two Eskimo 
boys on display in a Toronto 
store window, both of them 
busy carving. 

“Anything to make a buck,” 
he said. 

During his stay in the north, 
Gillie took a chance on some¬ 
thing friends thought would 
“have my hide nailed to the 
wall in Ottawa.” 

To get away from the un¬ 
wanted paternalistic stance of 
the white people, he allowed 
the native people to operate 
their own school without out¬ 
side interference, complete 
with the selection of teaohing 
staff and principal. 

When difficulties arose in 
the operation of the school he 


resisted the urge to step in 
and take over. The Indian 
band concerned held a meet¬ 
ing and agreed the entire 
source of the trouble was the 
principal. The chief offered 
the simple solution — fire the 
principal.'>He was fired. 

“If that had been turned 
over to us to solve we would 
have had seven commissions 
followed by four appeals and 
everybody would have been 
mad at everybody else in the 
end,” Gillie said. 

He said the native people 
must be allowed to have the 
feeling that these schools are 
theirs to operate — "not 
something the white man has 
given them and must run for 
them.” 


“One thing we’ve got to 
guard against — and very 
soon — is a trend among our 
native people toward isola¬ 
tion, a nation within a nation. 
This way lies disaster. They 
cannot do this and hope to 
survive. But I can understand 
why they do it.” 

Gillie says the idea of turn¬ 
ing over schools and other 
operation* to the native peo¬ 
ple is fundamentally sound 
and is the best way to battle 
this isolation. 

‘Tve helped put many of 
these things into effect and I 
know they do work,” he said. 

"I would just like to think 
my country had the courage 
to tackle it and make a sup- 
cess of it.” 


Brentwood Principal 

Old, New 
Can Live 
Together

Children are reaching high school age today 
with a marked inability to communicate, according 
to Brentwood College principal David MacKenzie. 


He thinks it’s possible a de¬ 
parture from basics in the el¬ 
ementary school system is re¬ 
sponsible and wonders if edu¬ 
cators aren’t sometimes too 
quick to pounce upon new 
teaching methods and forsake 
the old. 

‘‘As they come to high 
school now there is a general 
decline in their ability to com¬ 
municate. This I regret very 
much,” MacKenzie told one of 
many groups of delegates to 
Friday’s annual teachers’ 
convention. 

Held under the heading of 
Professional Day ’73 at the 
University of Victoria, the 
one-day conference was co¬ 
sponsored this time by the 
teachers’ associations of 
Greater Victoria and Saanich. 
It involved about 1,300 teach¬ 
ers and provided a holiday for 
36,000 students. 

MacKenzie isn’t opposed to 
changes in educational pro¬ 
grams and, in fact, advocates 
a new structure for schools. 

For one thing, he said, it 
may take a month or two just 
to capture the attention of 
youngsters entering high 
school. He said their inability 
to communicate shows up in 


both language and mathemat¬ 
ics. 

While he agrees with use of 
many new philosophies, he 
adds: 

“There is a tendency to 
jump into these things with 
unreserved enthusiasm. We 
don’t have to throw out what’s 
good about the old to incorpo¬ 
rate what’s good about the 
new.” 

MacKenzie and UVic 
professor Ron Tinney present¬ 
ed two viewpoints on pupil 
development. There was 
agreement that a new struc¬ 
ture was needed, but MacKen¬ 
zie thought it should come 
from the government <level 
while Tinney believes it 
should be initiated in the 
schools themselves. 

In a second address later, 
MacKenzie found fault with 
two extreme policies — the 
“lay it on the line” attitude of 
the “tough, hard-driving, self- 
made businessman” and the 
too-soft approach of some psy¬ 
chiatrists. 

“The psychiatrist wants us 
to love all children all the 
time and to allow them to do 
exactly as they will,” he said. 
“He lives in a dream world of 
educational fantasy and ex¬ 
pects us to join him there.” 


Small Metal Badges 
Will Say Who’s Who 

Personnel of the various commands in the 
Canadian Forces will soon be identified by small 
metal badges worn on the right breast pocket of 
their green tunics. 

A spokesman at CFB Esquimalt said Friday 
that Maritime Command badges will be a small 
white anchor on a light blue background. 

He said the colors and emblems on the pocket 
badges to be worn by personnel of other com¬ 
mands, including mobile, air transport, and air 
defence, were not known. 


Island Ecology 
Under Scrutiny 


Research into the rela- 
ionship between man and his 
resources is already under¬ 
way on the north end of Van¬ 
couver Island, delegates to a 
committee planning the 1973 
Man and Resources year in 
the province were told in Vic¬ 
toria Friday night. 

A five-point program is al¬ 
ready underway, according to 
Keith Seguin.

Announcement of a pro¬ 
posed provincial land-holding 
bank was hailed Friday as a 
“historic milestone on the 
road to modern integrated na- 
t i o n a 1 resource manage¬ 
ment,” by John Willow, pres¬ 
ident of the Victoria Sierra 
Club. 

The conservationist’s joy at 
whathe saw as an “end to the 
cleaning out of our natural 
resource larder,” was in 
strong contrast to the feelings 
of farmers who are afraid 
that the value of their holdings 
will drop because of the pro¬ 
gram. 

The Land Commission Act 
setting up a five-man cabinet- 
appointed commission with a 
farmland acquisition fund of 
up to $25 million was in¬ 
troduced Thursday in the le¬ 
gislature by Agriculture Min¬ 
ister Dave Stupich. 

In effect the commission 
will have the power to insti¬ 
tute a master zoning plan for 
the province and act as a 
holding company for agricul¬ 
tural land, green belts, recre¬ 
ation and park land and 
urban and industrial land 
banks. 

Willow said the creation of 
parks became a hoax under 
the previous government, be¬ 
cause parks were treated as 
land reserves for future indus¬ 
trial development He pointed 
to a 2V4-million-acre decrease 
in parkland in the province 
over the past 20 years. 

Up to this time, he said, Ca¬ 
nadians have lived a prodigal 
life helping themselves from 


nature’s larder without re¬ 
gard to the future. 

Capital Regional Board 
chairman Jim Campbell was 
also pleased — though with 
some reservations — with the 
act. 

He said he was happy in 
principle with the act, but he 
was bothered about two fea¬ 
tures. One was the possiblity 
of B.C.’s taking over responsi¬ 
bility from municipal and re¬ 
gional government. 

Campbell agreed that some 
municipal councils appear not 
to have been doing a good job. 
but advocated a tightening of 
guide lines to cure the prob¬ 
lems. 

Campbell was also afraid 
that a large bureaucracy 
could result from the sweep¬ 
ing legislation. 

On the Saanich Peninsula, 
however, farmers ame incescd 
by the proposed legislation. 

George Ay lard, farmer and 
North Saanich alderman 
termed the proposals “typical 


socialism,” but said he 
would reserve further state¬ 
ments until he has read the 
bill and could see the full im¬ 
plications. 

Burt Youell said the propos¬ 
als left him speechless. 

“This will just lock us into 
our farms forever,” he said, 
adding that he would sell hi* 
farmland at the first possible 
opportunity. 

“It’s a form a communism 
as far as I’m concerned,” 
said Youell. 

The government plan to buy 
farmland if necessary and 
then rent it back to people 
who want to farm, would not 
work, he predicted. 

“You’ll get people who will 
come and stay for about six 
months,” he said. “They 
won’t stay because they 
wouldn't really want to farm, 
and they wouldn’t understand 
what they were taking on 
until they actually got start¬ 
ed.”

land, according to Seguin, 
some 30 people are involved 
in studies, and will shortly be 
reporting to another public 
meeting. 

Community interest is 
centred around the John Hart 
generating station on Camp¬ 
bell River which threatens to 
alter the entire environment 
on the river as it is changed 
to a station that will deal with 
peak hour* of electricity de¬ 
mand.

Wharfs for about 70 com¬ 
mercial fishing boats are be¬ 
ing considered by Victoria as 
part of park development* 
plans for the Ocean Cement 
site al the Inner Harbor, 
Mayor Peter Pollen said Fri¬ 
day. 

Moorage for 70 boats at that 
location, a stone’s throw from 
the Legislative Buildings, Pol¬ 
len said, would not only be a 
natural tourist attraction, but 
would be part of an over-all 
plan to increase the city’s 
berthing facilities from the 
present 140 berths to an es¬ 
timated 500. 

Meanwhile, however, the 
federal government’s trans¬ 
port ministry is considering 
construction of a giant fisher¬ 
men’* wharf in Sooke Harbor, 
about 25 mile* from the city, 
that would accommodate up 
to 1,000 fishing boats and take 
them out of the Victoria area 
entirely. 

That information came 
from Aid. BUI Tindall who 
said unless the city provide* 
increased wharfage, the fed¬ 
eral government wouldn’t hes¬ 
itate to carry out its tentative 
plans for the giant Sooke facil¬ 
ity. 

Larry Slaght, district man¬ 
ager of marine services for 
the transport ministry, said 
there were no immediate 
plans for the 1,000-berth facil¬ 
ity in Sooke Harbor, but he 
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Slaght 

... no plana 

conceded that it was a possi¬ 
bility. 

“We wouldn’t consider 
building such a facility, how¬ 
ever, unless we are assured of 
the need,” he said. 

Tindall construed this state¬ 
ment as “gentle pressure” on 
the federal government’s part 
to make Victoria provide suit¬ 
able alternatives. 

“And we have the alterna¬ 
tives,” Tindall said. The city 
could provide wharfage for 
500 fishing boats at about 
three or four different loca¬ 
tion*. all of them fairly close 
together, he said. 

The Ocean Cement site was 
one. another suitable site 
could be made available in 
Victoria West, across the 


Inner Harbor, a third one ad¬ 
jacent to the existing moorage 
facility on Erie Street, Tindall 
said. 

The Ocean Cement property 
was purchased by the city 
about a year ago with federal 
and provincial help under one 
of the last urban renewal 
schemes. The site is to be 
vacated by mid-April. An ear¬ 
lier moving date of Feb. Ur 
couldn’t be met by Ocean Ce¬ 
ment. 

Tindall warned that the city 
must make a firm decision 
soon, or it would be in danger 
of losing its fishing fleet. In¬ 
creased boat sizes, he said, 
had reduced the number of 
berths at the Erie Street 
wharf from 250 to 140 in the 
past few years. 

“The city needs the fishing 
fleet. It's the fifth-largest em¬ 
ployer and that’s quite a size 
able payroll. In addition to 
that, it would be a shame to 
lose the color that a fishing 
fleet provides to the life of our 
city,” lie said. 

It was that aspect which 
particularly intrigued the 
mayor. 

“That’s why I think the 
Ocean Cement site would be 
great for part of the fishing 
fleet. People could see the 
fleet go out and come in. It 
wouldn’t only be an attraction 
for tourists, but also for our 
citizens,” Pollen said. 

TJne fishermen would also 
prefer to stay in the city. 

“They all have home* 
I 


here; they don’t live in 
Sooke,” he said. 

The mayor admitted that 
Ottawa would, of course, have 
the last word since the bill for 
construction of moorage fa¬ 
cilities is paid by the federal 
public works department. 

"All we can do is put some* 
pressure on the federal gov¬ 
ernment to see it our way. We 
have some meetings sche¬ 
duled with transport officials 
in the near future, but I think 
we should have fewer meet¬ 
ings and more action,” Pollen 
said. 

Regarding the city’s plans 
to increase wharfage in Inner 
Harbor, Slaght said Ottawa 
would certainly take a good 
look at them. 

If the city could prove that 
it* plans are economically 
sound, there was no reason 
why the transport ministry 
shouldn’t accept them, he 
said. 

“But there are certain dif¬ 
ficulties. If you have your 
wharfage spread over several 
site*, the administration be¬ 
comes more expensive. There 
are no funds to hire a number 
of wharfingers to look after 
several facilities, if one could 
look after a bigger facility,” 
Slaght said. 

On that point, the mayor 
said earlier it would be no 
problem for one wharfinger to 
service a number of mooring 
sites, especially . If he was 
equipped with a small boat.
